(We  learned  the  other  day  that  our  “exclamation  mark”  is 
known  in  England  as  a  “shriek”,  and  now  it  simply  leaps 
to  our  hand  whenever  we  are  in  need  of  punctuation.  The 
reader  is,  however,  at  liberty  to  substitute  any  predelection 
of  her  own,  including  .  .  .  )  Having  thus  (we  hope)  drawn 
a  herring  across  the  trail  of  your  wrath,  we  hasten  to  ex¬ 
plain  that  the  Directory  was  omitted  this  year  for  the  most 
compelling  of  reasons — you  have  already  anticipated  us? — 
lack  of  funds.  In  supplementing  last  year’s  Directory  with 
a  list  of  changes  and  additions  we  have  done  all  that  was 
possible  under  the  circumstances  to  meet  the  deficiency,  and 
you  must  admit  that  we  have  a  distinguished  precedent  in 
the  Encyclopaedia  Britannic  a  and  the  New  English  Dictionary.

Margaret  H.  Brown,  M.A.,  B.  Paed.,  graduated  from 
Queen’s  in  1912  and  the  following  year  went  to  Honan,  China, 
under  the  Canadian  Presbyterian  Women’s  Missionary  Board  to 
open  a  school  for  young  married  women  of  the  upper  class.  She 
remained  in  educational  work  until  1928,  when  she  returned  to 
Canada  and  took  her  B.  Paed.  at  the  Ontario  College  of  Educa¬ 
tion.  Miss  Brown  returned  to  China  in  1929  and  was  for  a  time 
chief  translator  for  the  Canadian  Trade  Commissioner  in 

Shanghai.  In  1930  she  joined  the  staff  of  the  Christian  Litera¬ 
ture  Society  under  the  United  Church  Women’s  Missionary 

Society.  Through  the  troublous  times  she  has  carried  on  her 
work  of  writing  articles  and  translating  and  editing  books  for  the 
women  and  children  of  China.  About  a  year  ago  she  started  a 
small  magazine,  The  Woman's  Star,  for  those  just  beginning  to 
learn  to  read,  which  has  already  had  over  eight  hundred  paid 
subscriptions. 

Hilda  L.  Hague,  B.A.  (Queen’s  T6),  B.Sc.  (Simmons  Col¬ 
lege,  Boston  ’17),  held  a  secretarial  post  at  Smith  College 
from  1917  to  1920.  In  1920  she  went  to  China  as  Secretary 
to  Dr.  J.  Leighton  Stuart  at  Yenching  University,  Peking. 
In  1930  she  joined  the  Harvard-Yenching  Institute  at  Yen¬ 
ching  University  as  Secretary  and  continued  in  that  capacity 
until  the  summer  of  1933,  when  she  returned  to  Canada  as  a 

member  of  the  secretariat  of  the  Chinese  delegation  to  the 
Institute  of  Pacific  Relations  at  Banff.  Miss  Hague  is  now 
enjoying  a  period  of  leave  in  Canada. 

Ellen  Hnchner  came  to  Queen’s  as  an  exchange  student  in 
the  fall  of  1931  and  spent  a  year  at  Ban  Righ  Hall,  where 
she  was  a  popular  member  of  the  undergraduate  body. 
Lollowing  a  period  of  travel  on  this  continent,  Miss  Huebner 
returned  to  Germany  in  the  autumn  of  1932  and  is  now 
completing  her  course  at  the  University  of  Berlin,  from  which 
she  graduates  next  year. 

Dr.  Marion  Laird,  daughter  of  Rev.  Dr.  Robert  Laird  ’93 
and  Mrs.  Laird  (Henrietta  Odell  ’93),  graduated  in  Arts 
from  Queen’s  in  1922  and  in  Medicine  from  the  University 
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of  Toronto  in  1928.  Since  graduation  Dr.  Laird  has  done 
interne  and  clinical  work  in  Toronto  and  New  York  and  is 
at  present  resident  doctor  of  a  maternity  clinic  in  Harlem, 
New  York. 

Jessie  Mac  Arthur  graduated  from  Queen’s  in  1917  and  for 
the  two  ensuing  years  did  settlement  work  in  Montreal.  For 

a  number  of  years  thereafter  she  taught  and  studied  music  in 
Montreal  and  did  concert  work  in  the  United  States.  On 

completing  a  year  of  study  abroad,  of  which  she  writes  in 
this  issue,  Miss  Mac  Arthur  re-entered  Social  Service  work 
in  Montreal. 

Dr.  Christine  Rice  is  one  of  the  outstanding  Queen’s 
graduates  of  recent  years.  She  received  her  B.A.  in  1926 
and  her  M.A.  in  1927,  specializing  in  Biology  and  Chemistry. 
In  1928  and  1929  she  held  a  bursary  of  the  National  Research 
Council  of  Canada,  and  in  1929  and  1930  was  attached  to  the 
Research  Department  of  the  New  York  State  Department  of 
Health  in  Albany,  N.Y.  In  1931  she  was  awarded  her  Ph.D. 
in  Bacteriology  by  the  University  of  Toronto  and  in  1932  a 
Travelling  Fellowship  by  the  Royal  Society  of  Canada,  which 
she  employed  at  Freiburg,  Germany  and  Cambridge,  Eng¬ 
land.  The  tubercle  bacillus  has  been  the  subject  of  the 
greater  part  of  Dr.  Rice’s  research.  She  is  at  present  at¬ 
tached  to  the  New  York  State  Department  of  Health  at 
Albany. 

Flora  Stewart,  a  graduate  of  Queen’s  in  1898,  like  many 
other  women,  made  her  initial  entry  to  the  business  world 
during  the  war,  when  for  two ‘years  she  was  employed  in  a 
bank.  In  1920  Miss  Stewart  joined  the  Toronto  branch  of 
the  Sun  Life  Assurance  Company  of  Canada,  its  pioneer 
woman  underwriter.  In  1925  she  was  the  first  woman  to 
obtain  the  degree  of  Chartered  Life  Underwriter,  and  in 
1927  addressed  the  Congress  of  Life  Underwriters  meeting 
in  Toronto.  Miss  Stewart’s  record  is  an  outstanding  one, 
for  she  has  consistently  been  rated  the  most  successful  of 
the  women  connected  with  her  company,  whose  service  is 

world-wide.  Miss  Stewart  is,  therefore,  well  qualified  to 
speak  for  her  chosen  profession. 
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The  President’s  Message 

A  STRIKING  phrase  from  a  Queen’s  booklet  of  years  ago, 
“Queen’s  roots  are  in  the  ground,  not  in  the  air”  comes 
to  one’s  mind  as  one  thinks  of  the  enthusiasm  shown  at 
the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Alumnae  Association  and  the  Re-union 
week-end.  The  two  were  so  closely  intertwined  that  looking  back 
one  can  hardly  separate  them.  Nor  does  one  wish  to  do  so,  for 
much  of  our  pleasure  in  meeting  together  was  due  to  a  common 
interest  in  all  that  concerned  Queen’s  and  her  students.  There 
was  opportunity  for  everyone  to  see  and  learn  of  both  in  the 
varied  programme  of  two  full  days.  The  graduates  of  the  3’s 
and  8’s  were  particularly  busy,  rushing  here  and  there  to  meet 
husbands  and  friends  for  tea  or  dinner,  and  one  marvelled  more 
than  ever  at  the  energy  and  devotion  of  the  Kingston  members 
for  whom  these  events  must  entail  so  much  extra  work.  It  cer¬ 
tainly  spoke  volumes  for  them  that,  while  in  the  morning  they  said 
(re  the  date  of  Annual  Meeting)  “any  time  but  a  re-union  week¬ 
end”,  in  the  late  evening,  when  it  came  up  for  discussion  again 
there  was  no  hesitation :  “We  take  it  back,  it  has  been  worth 
while.” 

But  the  roots  are  striking  deeper  in  another  way  of  which 
many  are  becoming  conscious.  A  few  years  ago  one  almost 
dreaded  being  in  or  around  the  University  except  at  re-union 
times.  There  were  such  hordes  of  young  people,  rather  hostile, 
we  imagined,  and  critical  of  these  older  folk  who  didn’t  belong, 
and  we  comforted  ourselves  by  saying,  “They  little  know.”  But 
now !  We  find  that  this  younger  generation  are,  many  of  them, 
the  sons  and  daughters  of  former  Queen’s  students,  probably  of 
old  friends,  and  we  realize  that  the  Queen’s  tradition  is  steadily 
growing;  that  we  are  becoming  more  and  more  one  big  family, 
divided  perhaps  by  distance  and  the  years,  but  knit  together  by 
many  and  strong  ties. 

Is  it  not  a  thrilling  thing  to  have  been  able  to  build  for  these 
younger  folk — to  have  given  them  a  place,  in  keeping  with  the 
beauty  of  the  older  buildings  on  the  campus,  in  which  to  eat  and 
sleep  and  work  and  play;  to  have  provided  them  with  the  finest 
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of  leadership  throughout  the  years  of  their  course.  But  that  is 
not  enough.  There  is  surely  need  in  these  days  for  leaders  with 
trained  minds  and  clear  heads,  even  if  the  monetary  rewards  be 
small,  and  we  hope  soon  to  afford  the  opportunity  for  more  ex¬ 
tended  study  which  many  are  seeking.  The  money  given  for  the 
Marty  Memorial  Foundation  is  carefully  invested,  to  be  sure,  but 
we  would  like  to  see  it  released  to  do  its  work.  Do  you  realize  that 
another  $5,000  now  would  make  the  Scholarship  available  in 
1935  ?  Can  each  one  not  help  a  little  to  reach  this  goal  ? 

And  now  in  what  seems  almost  a  farewell  after  two  years 
of  close  connection  with  the  Executive,  I  want  to  do  three  things : 

First — to  express  my  warmest  gratitude  to  all  officers  and 
members  of  committees  who  have  given  such  splendid  service. 

Second — to  assure  those  of  you  who  don’t  know,  that  it  is  a 
most  absorbing  and  worth-while  piece  of  work  which  the  Alumnae 
are  trying  to  do,  and  that  they  get  returns  from  it  in  friendship, 
in  good  times,  and  in  real  satisfaction  that  are  out  of  all  pro¬ 
portion  to  the  investment. 

Third — to  ask  you  to  strengthen  our  efforts  for  the  women 
students  and  for  the  University  by  keeping  up  your  membership 
in  the  Alumnae  Association.  You  are  behind  it  we  know  in  your 
interest  and  good-will,  but  it  is  so  easy  to  forget  a  dollar  fee ;  and 
it  is  so  urgently  needed.  Please  do  read  the  reports  carefully, 
look  up  the  Treasurer’s  name  and  address  and  send  your  dollar 
right  away.  Then  you  will  feel  that  you  are  really  having  a  share 
in  the  work.  And  when  kind  fate  brings  you  into  contact  with 
one  of  our  branches  you  will  certainly  find  old  friends  and  new, 
organized  and  listed,  waiting  for  you,  and  you  will  appreciate 
their  fine  spirit  and  sterling  worth  as  you  never  have  before.

Alice  King 

ABOUT  the  campus  and  the  University  halls  this  autumn  a 
familiar  face  is  sadly  missed.  For  so  many  years  Miss 
King  had  presided  over  the  initiation  or  reinstatement  of 
students  that  registration  this  year  seemed  scarcely  an  adequate 
rite  deprived  of  her  dignified  and  efficient  auspices.  Several 
generations  on  the  campus  had  looked  to  her  with  confidence  for 
help  in  solving  the  mysteries  of  academic  regulations,  nor  was 
their  faith  disappointed  in  the  course  of  almost  thirty  years’  work 
in  the  office,  first  as  part  time,  then  full  time  assistant,  from  1920 
as  Deputy  Registrar  and  finally,  since  1930,  as  Registrar. 

Three  years  ago  when  she  took  up  the  duties  of  Registrar, 
her  many  friends  feared  that  the  exacting  work  and  increased 
responsibility  might  prove  too  heavy  a  burden  for  one  so  con¬ 
scientious,  so  devoted  to  the  interests  of  the  University  and  so 
anxious  to  prove  that  such  an  important  position  was  not  too 
ambitious  for  a  mere  woman,  and  their  fears  proved  all  too  well- 
founded.  A  year  of  work  at  high  tension  so  undermined  her 
health  that  although  after  a  few  months’  rest  she  recovered  suffi¬ 
ciently  to  continue  her  work  for  more  than  a  year,  she  never 
recovered  her  former  physical  strength. 

While  official  duties  took  much  of  her  time  and  strength,  she 
devoted  herself  by  no  means  exclusively  to  them.  She  found  time 
to  be  a  very  active  and  valued  member  of  the  Faculty  Players’ 
Club,  participating  in  its  ventures  both  as  frequent  performer  and 
occasional  producer.  If  occasion  prompted,  she  could  with  re¬ 
markable  ease  produce  a  set  of  clever,  humorous  verses,  or  join 
as  an  active  member  a  group  of  sketchers. 

But  perhaps  her  most  successful  roles  were  those  of  hostess 
and  friend — it  was  in  these,  at  any  rate,  that  those  who  knew  and 
loved  her  naturally  appreciated  her  most.  Always  so  charming 
in  appearance  and  personality,  so  interested  in  her  friends  and  all 
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their  personal  interests,  she  inspired  in  return  great  admiration 
and  affection. 

Seldom  in  this  humdrum,  work-a-day  world  do  we  meet  with 
one  who,  to  so  remarkable  a  degree,  combined  with  the  qualities 
which  won  for  her  success  as  an  administrator  a  peculiarly 
feminine  sympathy  and  charm. 

Her  sister  Alumnae,  proud  of  her  achievement  and  with  a 
deep  sense  of  the  loss  they  have  suffered  in  her  death,  cherish 
sincere  gratitude  for  her  ever  ready  sympathy  and  help  in  all 
their  undertakings. 

To  her  brother  and  sisters  we  extend  our  sincere  sympathy.

Andrew  Hay  don 

1867-1932 

{Excerpts  from  an  appreciation,  written  for  private  circulation) 

ANDREW  HAYDON  under  Watson’s  inspiration  had 
absorbed  much  of  the  very  soul  of  Grecian  phil¬ 
osophy.  His  being  was  akin  to  its  breadth  and  vision 
and  wide  tolerance,  while  his  almost  perfect  sense  of  pro¬ 
portion  rejected  the  meretricious  and  extreme,  and  found 
happiness  in  the  simple  and  fundamental  things  of  life.  Pre¬ 
tence,  sham,  ambition  were  foreign  to  his  very  nature  be¬ 
cause  it  was  mixed  from  elements  wherein  they  could  not 
exist. 

Some  of  these  natural  characteristics  were  born  in  him 
in  the  honesty  and  courage  of  that  pioneer  heritage  of  which 
he  was  so  passionately  proud.  His  early  life  and  surround¬ 
ings  were  prone  to  nourish  them,  and  the  great  minds  of  the 
Golden  Age  of  Queen’s — Grant,  Cappon,  Watson,  Shortt — 
were  to  give  them  strength  and  discipline,  and  to  mould  them 
into  those  habits  of  life  and  thought  which  so  distinguished 
his  private  life  and  public  service. 
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From  the  pleasant  English  countryside  his  father,  James 
Haydon,  had  come  into  the  “Mississippi  Country”,  one  of 
the  pioneers  in  the  district  that  was  later  to  form  the  County 
of  Lanark.  His  mother,  Eleanor  Sadler,  was  a  “Connaught 
lass”  from  Roscommon,  but  hers  too  was  one  of  the  families 
that  in  the  early  twenties  had  turned  from  the  blue  ridges 
of  the  Curlews  and  the  Braulieves  and  sought  in  exile  from 
Erin  their  only  hope  in  that  time  of  Ireland’s  deepest  desti¬ 
tution. 

From  such  a  racial  admixture  one  would  expect  the 
clarity  and  order  of  Andrew  Haydon’s  thought,  his  fixity  of 
purpose,  and  his  organizing  skill ;  but  with  these  there  were, 
too,  his  happy  warmth  of  character,  his  humour  and  spon¬ 
taneous  love  of  fun,  and  his  sheer  loveableness — a  happy 
combination  that  could  but  lead  him  the  way  he  followed 
through  the  years  of  loyal  unselfish  services  to  the  causes 
he  espoused. 

It  was  from  this  innate  love  of  the  true,  the  simple,  and 
the  beautiful  that  his  overwhelming  loyalties  sprang  —  his 
Church,  his  University,  his  Party — and  his  friends.  To  other 
men  may  be  given  the  capacity,  and  the  gift  for  friendship, 
but  with  Andrew  Haydon,  it  was  something  of  a  divine 
passion,  passionately  shared  by  those  to  whom  it  was  vouch¬ 
safed.  The  wells  of  understanding  lay  so  deep  and  warm 
within  him  that  no  friend  ever  came  empty  away.  Gaiety 
found  sprightlier  wings  within  his  humour,  and  trouble,  with 

broken  pinion,  in  his  presence  fluttered  softly  down  to  com¬ 
fort  and  to  rest. 

Coming,  shy  but  rugged,  from  the  Lanark  farm  of  his 
birth  to  the  Almonte  High  School,  he  early  came  under  the 
influence  of  that  long  roster  of  great  Queen’s  men,  who  were 
to  communicate  to  his  ready  soil  their  own  passionate  loyalty 
to  the  University.  Under  P.  C.  McGregor,  his  mind  was 
fired  and  his  ambitions  whetted  beyond  his  first  dream  of 
“dominie”  in  a  rural  school,  to  “Arts  at  Queen’s”,  to  a  de¬ 
gree,  mayhap  to  law  and  post-graduate  work.  At  Queen’s 
all  that  was  Celt  in  him  stirred  and  flamed  to  fullest  strength 
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in  the  inspiration  of  her  old  grey  walls  and  soft,  green  swards, 
while  the  insatiable  hunger  of  his  mind  found  nectar  and 
manna  in  the  great  scholars  at  whose  feet  he  sat.  Generous 
to  his  University,  beyond  what  his  means  could  reasonably 
demand,  he  once  decried  a  protest,  with  a  characteristically 
vigorous  expletive,  and  “She  took  me  for  what  I  was,  a  bump 
on  a  fence  rail,  and  she  made  of  me  a  thinking  man.” 

At  Queen’s,  Andrew  Haydon  was  double  medallist. 
English,  History  and  “Polecon”  were  his  majors,  and  his¬ 
torical  research  remained  his  mastering  hobby  all  his  life, 
while  his  few  public  utterances  and  his  private  correspond¬ 
ence  are  marked  with  a  grace  and  beauty  given  only  to  the 
natural  lover  of  pure  and  precise  diction.  Directness, 
simplicity,  the  gentle  play  of  a  fine  humour  mark  all  that 
came  from  his  busy  but  too  diffident  pen  ;  he  was  a  relentless 
critic  and  a  merciless  tutor,  and  of  all  his  store  of  effort,  he 
suffered  far,  far  too  little  to  reach  the  printer’s  form  or  even 
to  delight  the  eye  or  ear  of  those  few  privileged  friends 


he  could  rarely  speak  for  long,  without  a  mounting  ardour 
that,  suddenly  realized,  would  be  chained  down  with  em¬ 
barrassed  self-consciousness.  When  the  Ban  Righ  Hall  Fund, 
after  years  of  effort,  was  found  several  thousand  dollars  short 
of  the  minimum  for  which  the  building  tenders  called,  and 
the  Finance  and  Estates  Committee  of  the  University  re¬ 
fused  to  allow  construction  to  proceed,  on  the  Alumnae’s 
“promise”,  the  Ottawa  women  graduates  took  their  well- 
worn  path  to  Andrew  Flaydon’s  door.  And  without  hearing 
the  story  to  the  finish,  Andrew  Haydon  offered  himself  to 
go  bondsman  for  the  whole  amount, — and  he  did,  asking  only 
that  “some  more  names  be  put  on  also,  just  in  case  anyone 
might  think  he  was  showing  off”.  Mr.  George  F.  Henderson 
bonded  himself  also,  for  the  full  amount,  and  five  Alumnae 
for  the  third, — and  so  the  bond  was  deposited,  covering  the 
deficit  two  and  a  third  times  over. 


It  is  doubtful  whether,  in  all  the  great  proud  moments 
in  which  a  life  of  such  marked  service  to  his  leaders  must 
have  abounded,  Andrew  Haydon  had  a  deeper  satisfaction 
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than  that  night,  when,  with  him  as  their  guest  of  honour, 
the  Alumnae  discharged  the  bond — several  months  before  it 
was  due.  And  in  Ban  Righ  Hall  they  named  a  room  in 
memory  of  the  loved  and  sonsie  little  “Penny”  Haydon — 
the  baby  daughter,  Eleanor,  snatched  away  from  him  so 
suddenly  in  the  greatest  tragedy  and  abiding  sorrow  of  his 
life. 

Of  such  was  the  practical,  spontaneous  nature  of  Andrew 
Haydon’s  lifelong  service  to  his  friends  and  loyalties,  and  of 
them  all.  Queen’s  was  perhaps  the  earliest  and  greatest  of 
his  intellectual  loves,  and  to  her  he  remained  true,  unto  his 
death,  his  last  days  overshadowed,  lest,  as  he  once  said,  he 
should  have  “spattered  mud  upon  her  garment’s  hem”. 

He  truly  loved  his  country,  and  engaged  in  politics,  at 
heart,  because  he  thrilled  to  “the  science  and  art  of  govern¬ 
ment”.  His  passionate  Irish  nature  brooked  “nothing  done 
by  halves”,  and  having  espoused  Liberalism,  he  served  it 
like  his  other  great  loyalties,  his  Church,  and  Queen’s — * 
faithfully,  doggedly,  through  good  days  and  bad,  with  the 
zeal  of  the  Crusader,  and  the  devotion  of  a  lover.  But 
vigorous  and  loyal  as  his  service  was,  effective  strategist  and 
champion  as  he  became  of  his  party,  there  was  never  about 
him  the  narrow  rancor,  the  petty  partisanship,  the  bigoted 
suspicion  that  characterise  lesser  men,  and  give  to  the  term 
“politics”  an  invidious  opprobium  that  its  fine  and  true 
derivation  little  deserves.  It  was  indicative  of  the  man  who 
stood  closest  to  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier  and  MacKenzie  King, 
that  through  long  years  he  had  warm  “Tory”  friends,  and 
that  at  his  obsequies,  those  high  in  Conservative  counsel 
should  join  in  the  universal  mourning  for  a  great-hearted 
Canadian. 

Andrew  Haydon  loved  Canada ;  he  loved  and  believed 
in  Liberal  doctrines  as  the  tenets  of  her  destiny ;  therefore, 
service  to  the  Liberal  cause  was  more  than  party  allegiance, 
— it  was  patriotic  public  service,  and  all  and  anything  done 
in  that  cause  could  exact  no  sacrifice  too  great,  could  de¬ 
mand  no  tithe  that  should  not  be  paid.  His  Party,  his 
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University,  his  Church — they  were  his  loyalties,  and  the 
channels  through  which  his  rich  service  to  his  country  flow¬ 
ed.  It  was  the  second  great  tragedy  of  his  life,  that  in 
service  to  one  of  his  great  passions  he  found  himself  caught 
in  the  web  of  circumstance  and  of  conflicting  loyalties,  but 
generous  and  unmurmuring  to  the  end,  he  scorned  to  save 
himself. 

On  10th  November,  1932,  he  passed  over  to  the  other 
side — a  very  gallant  Christian  gentleman. 

“Leave  him,  still  loftier  than  the  world  suspects 
Living  and  dying.”

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Nationalsoeialism 
in  a  South  German  University

BY  the  first  of  April  much  of  the  initial  excitement  over  the 
Nationalsocialist  revolution  had  abated  in  Freiburg-i-Br. 
Nor  had  there  ever  been  any  very  active  disturbance  in 
the  town,  one  fight  in  which  a  policeman  wfrs  killed  being  about 
all  they  could  boast.  Rumours  crept  in  from  other  centres  how¬ 
ever  which  indicated  that  there  might  be  some  truth  in  the  tales 
reported  beneath  glaring  headlines  in  some  of  the  London  news¬ 
papers.  The  Freiburger  Zeitung  told  nothing.  It  had  received 
its  due  punishment  for  publishing  some  remark  considered  to  be 
derogatory  to  the  party  and  hence  to  the  Fatherland — for  two 
days  we  had  received  two  blank  sheets  headed  Freiburger 
Zeitung,  and  that  was  in  Freiburg,  the  free  town  built  by  Duke 
Konrad  in  1120. 

Freiburg,  although  it  has  a  population  of  some  one  hundred 
thousand,  is  essentially  a  university  and  residential  town,  centring 
around  its  beautiful  old  cathedral,  the  first  Gothic  church  of  any 
size  to  be  completed  in  Germany,  and  the  University  founded  in 
1457.  Although  I  spent  a  good  many  hours  admiring  the  high, 
filigreed  spire,  the  interesting  figures  and  gargoyles  and  the 
splendid  windows  of  the  Munster  and  in  prowling  through  the 
narrow  streets  lined  with  quaint  old  houses  with  thirteenth  and 
fourteenth  century  date  plates,  I  was  of  course  mainly  interested 
in  the  University  and  particularly  in  the  effect  of  National- 
socialism  upon  student  life  and  affairs. 

Being  there  a  month  before  the  summer  semester  opened  gave 
me  an  opportunity  of  improving  my  German  and  of  making  the 
acquaintance  of  a  number  of  German  people.  Of  course  everyone 
discussed  the  political  situation  and  even  relatively  freely.  The 
enthusiastic  supporters  of  the  Nationalsocialist  cause  had  implicit 
faith  in  their  leader  and  in  his  abilty  to  restore  prosperity  to  Ger¬ 
many;  others,  although  in  sympathy  with  the  principles  of 
Nationalsoeialism,  deplored  the  methods  employed.

But,  as  they  said,  “A  revolution  cannot  take  place  without 
some  blood  shed,  without  suffering  for  some  one.” 

Many,  if  indeed  not  actively  critical,  assumed  at  least  an 
attitude  of  waiting.  Hitler  and  his  followers  had  made  eloquent 
speeches,  but  what  definite  policy  would  he  follow  ? 

It  was  difficult  to  estimate  to  what  extent  the  students  of  this 
South  German  University  supported  Nationalsocialism.  Some  said 
fifty  per  cent.,  others  eighty.  Ask  a  student  why  he  was  a  Nazi 
and  he  would  reply  somewhat  as  follows,  sometimes  more  briefly, 
sometimes  with  an  exhausting  flow  of  language,  which  because  of 
my  rather  inadequate  knowledge  of  German  missed  something  of 
making  the  desired  impression. 

“To-day  we  Nationalsocialists  are  in  control  of  Germany. 
We  have  succeeded  because  we  have  a  leader  who  gave  us  an 
idea  to  follow,  who  taught  us  to  think.  The  time  has  gone  when 
a  student  may  say  politics  do  not  concern  him.  Life  and  politics  are 
no  longer  separated.  As  an  individual  I  am  nothing,  my  people  are 
all.  The  highest  ideal  of  one’s  life  is  to  serve  one’s  people.  For 
freedom  the  German  people  have  fought  as  long  as  they  have  had 
a  history;  for  freedom  they  will  fight  as  long  as  they  live.  These 
sixty-five  millions  of  our  people,  true,  conscientious,  struggling, 
ringed  about  with  problems,  were  always  intent  to  promote  the 
development  of  Europe  ;  they  will  always  take  their  part  in  the 
development  of  world  affairs.” 

There  are  many  who  are  actuated  by  a  real  idealism,  who 
earnestly  wish  to  give  themselves  to  the  service  of  the  new  Ger¬ 
many.  There  are  many  however  whom  one  might  suspect  of  an 
ulterior  motive,  who  are  Nationalsocialists  because  it  is  the  wise 
thing  socially  and  economically.  There  are  many  too  who  are  not 
in  entire  sympathy  with  the  movement,  mistrusting  its  propaganda 
and  suspicious  of  its  stability.  They  relegate  the  flag  waving, 
the  cheering  and  parading,  with  a  shrug  to  the  freshmen  as  some¬ 
thing  rather  adolescent.  They  know  that  the  propaganda  is 
planned  to  arouse  the  emotions,  not  to  stimulate  the  intellect,  and 
as  such  find  it  lacking  in  satisfaction. 

Nor  are  intellectual  pursuits  stressed  in  the  Hitler  scheme. 
Rather  he  emphasizes  the  training  in  physical  prowess.  Ten 
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hours  a  week  the  men  students  must  take  part  in  gymnastics  and 
drill,  this  being  reduced  to  six  hours  for  the  women.  They  term 
it  “sport”,  although  it  is  not  sport  in  our  sense  of  the  word,  so 
little  does  the  play  element  enter  into  it.  But  we  must  remember 
that  the  German  school-boy,  the  German  student  does  not  know 
sport  as  the  English  school-boy  or  University  man  does.  It  is 
true  that  they  are  taking  up  rugby  and  that  tennis  has  been  popular 
for  a  long  time,  but  as  a  whole  organized  games  have  had  little 
appeal.  The  German  student  loves  to  walk,  to  go  hiking  in 
parties,  to  swim,  to  ski,  but  these  are  all  dependent  upon  indivi¬ 
dual  effort.  Incidentally  they  find  it  incongruous  that  the  game¬ 
playing  Englishman  finds  pleasure  in  going  off  for  a  walk  alone. 
Hence  the  German  student  probably  derives  considerable  pleasure 
from  these  very  drills  which  our  students  would  find  tedious  ;  some 
of  the  senior  men  who  were  doing  experimental  work  for  doctor¬ 
ate  theses  occasionally  felt  that  the  time  spent  in  drill  might  have 
been  better  employed.  The  innovation,  however,  is  probably  fill¬ 
ing  a  needed  place  in  giving  students  who  do  not  play  games 
exercise  in  another  form. 

The  new  regime  has  made  other  changes  in  the  curriculum, 
some  of  which  appear  decidedly  satisfactory,  but  it  has  been  the 
changes  in  staff  personnel  which  have  attracted  the  attention  of 
foreign  countries.  None  of  the  Jewish  professors  had  lost  his 
place  in  the  University  of  Freiburg  when  I  was  there.  Three,  if 
not  more,  were  outstanding  men  in  their  respective  fields ;  one  of 
these  resigned  but  was  asked  to  resume  his  post.  Most  of  the 
junior  men,  lecturers  in  various  departments,  assistants,  internes 
in  the  hospitals,  who  were  of  Jewish  extraction  were  asked  to 
go,  often  creating  an  awkward  situation  until  their  places  could 
be  filled.  To  quote  a  more  or  less  impartial  observer,  it  was 
simply  a  reversal  of  the  former  condition;  hitherto  if  a  man  were 
a  Jew  he  got  the  preference  in  applying  for  a  position;  now  if  he 
isn’t  a  Jew  he  gets  the  preference.  One  professor,  not  Jewish  but 
an  active  anti-Nazi,  was  compelled  to  suspend  his  lectures;  Nazi 
students  in  brown  shirts  appeared  quietly  at  his  classroom  door 
one  morning  to  say  that  henceforth  he  would  have  no  student 
listeners.  Personally  I  saw  no  evidence  of  ill  treatment  of  Jewish 
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students,  although  some  of  the  professors  were  said  to  discrimin¬ 
ate  slightly  against  them  in  class. 

Perhaps  conditions  in  Freiburg  are  not  representative,  per¬ 
haps  change  comes  less  readily  in  this  old,  somewhat  isolated 
University  than  it  does  in  some  of  the  larger  institutions  in  North 
Germany.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  the  majority  of  students  were 
still  a  gay  lot ;  you  saw1  them  drinking  coffee  in  the  afternoon, 
dancing  and  drinking  wine  and  beer  in  the  evenings  as  though  no 
revolution  had  occurred,  as  though  no  great  political  experiment 
was  in  progress  in  the  country.  There  the  German  student  still 
shakes  your  hand  at  parting  and  says,  “Auf  wiedersehen” ;  he  does 
not  always  stand  with  raised  arm  and  give  the  Nazi  word,  “Heil 
Hitler A  ' 


The  Rise  of  a  University  in  China

IT  was  undoubtedly  love  of  adventure  that  carried  me  off  to 
China  in  1920  in  response  to  an  appeal  for  a  secretary  for  the 
newly  appointed  president  of  the  newly  organized  Anglo- 
American  mission  university  in  Peking.  My  father  hoped  that 
the  head  of  the  institution  was  not  a  Chinaman  and  my  mother 
sighed  that  I  was  not  to  be  under  the  British  flag.  No  one  could 
have  known  less  of  China  than  did  I.  In  the  small  office  on 
Fifth  Avenue  that  headed  up  the  American  end  of  affairs  I  found 
a  light-hearted  enthusiasm  that  was  truly  disarming.  As  I  left 
a  voice  called  after  me  to  be  sure  to  take  my  skates  and  a  camp 
cot  for  week-end  hill  trips.  I  was  given  a  medical  overhauling 
and  a  ticket  to  Shanghai  and  told  that  I  would  fall  in  with  travel¬ 
ling  companions  en  route.  I  fell  in  with  them  at  Lake  Louise, 
young,  earnest  of  purpose,  on  their  way  to  uplift  the  Orient:  Our 
first  sight  of  Peking  was  in  the  evening  when  walls  and  gate 
towers  and  the  horseshoe  of  mountains  beyond  were  turning  from 
violet  to  black  against  a  pale  sky.  It  seemed  as  if  the  whole 
university  staff  was  at  the  station  to  meet  and  escort  us  through 
the  Legation  Quarter  out  into  the  maze  of  narrow  lanes  to  the 
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southeast  angle  of  the  city  wall  where  our  university  was  tem¬ 
porarily  existing.  Nothing  could  have  looked  less  like  my  pre¬ 
conceived  ideas  of  a  university  campus  than  the  one  that  greeted 
my  eyes  next  morning.  Small  one-storey  buildings  facing  in 
upon  a  paved  court  contained  our  classrooms,  dormitories,  offices 
and  dining-hall  for  men  students ;  a  former  German  go-down* 
our  theological  school,  science  laboratories  and  assembly-hall. 
Staff  members  lived  where  they  could  in  little  rented  houses 
tucked  away  in  the  lanes.  The  students,  some  few  hundred  of 
them,  all  Chinese,  were  serious  looking  youths,  hurrying  about 
intent  on  study.  Two  primitive  tennis  courts  were  squeezed  into 
our  main  courtyard,  and  football  goalposts  had  been  hopefully 
erected  on  waste  land  adjoining  a  dump-heap.  The  fact  that  our 
women  students  lived  with  a  separate  teaching  staff  in  another 
part  of  the  city  rendered  co-education  difficult. 

The  president’s  office  in  those  days  headed  up  everything — 
finances,  curriculum,  and  staff  and  student  affairs.  Cramped 
for  space,  badly  ventilated,  heated  and  lit,  we  carried  on  enthusias¬ 
tically,  believing  enormously  in  ourselves  and  our  place  in  Chinese 
society.  We  were  nothing  if  not  ambitious.  We  conferred 
American  degrees  in  approved  style  each  June  while  perspiring 
members  of  the  legation  corps  and  Chinese  government  officials 
looked  on.  Our  divinity  course  from  the  first  was  a  three-year 
post-graduate  course,  and  we  planned  to  provide  for  Chinese  stu¬ 
dents  the  finest  education  procurable  in  the  country.  In  faith  or 
folly  we  went  ahead,  secured  a  site  five  miles  from  the  city  walls 
and  engaged  a  New  York  architect,  eager  to  experiment  with 
Chinese  architecture,  to  draw  up  the  plans  for  our  new  buildings. 
The  necessary  money  we  sought  anywhere,  and  found  mainly  in 
America  among  individuals  and  foundations  believing  not  merely 
in  the  benefits  accruing  from  the  spread  of  Christianity,  but  in 
the  promotion  of  education  and  social  progress  the  world  over. 
The  atmosphere  of  the  university  was  broad-minded,  and  we 
were  not  troubled  with  racial  distinctions.  Our  salaries  and  houses 
were  allotted  on  a  basis  of  equality.  Relations  between  Chinese 
and  Western  members  of  staff  were  entirely  friendly  and  natural. 
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On  a  campus  such  as  ours  any  assumption  of  superiority  by 
Western  members  would  have  been  ridiculous,  and  in  the  pres¬ 
ence  of  the  gentle  manners  of  the  East  we  were  all  too  conscious  of 
our  own  deficiencies.  The  large  majority  of  our  Chinese  staff 
and  students  spoke  English  readily,  and  teaching  was  bi-lingual. 
Newcomers  like  myself,  who  were  not  appointees  of  mission 
boards,  were  not  obliged  to  study  Chinese,  but  were  given  an 
opportunity  to  acquire  a  working  knowledge  of  the  language 
most  pleasantly  and  painlessly  under  those  masters  of  pantomime, 
the  teachers  of  the  Peking  Language  School.  Life  was  busy, 
happy  and  filled  to  the  last  moment  of  the  day  with  interest. 
Peking  society  was  gay  and  varied,  and  a  large  mission  com¬ 
munity  supplied  outlets  and  contacts  for  the  more  seriously 
minded  among  us. 

Dr.  Stuart,  the  president  of  the  institution,  a  descendant 
of  the  archdeacon  who  promoted  pioneer  education  in  Ontario, 
had  come  to  Yenching  University  from  a  theological  college  in 
Nanking,  with  some  reputation  for  scholarship  but  with  hitherto 
untried  capabilities  of  raising  money  for  a  new  plant  and  for  the 
administration  of  its  affairs.  He  proved  himself  extraordinarily 
able  on  both  counts.  He  had  made  clear  from  the  beginning  that 
it  was  his  purpose  to  develop  an  institution  led  and  controlled, 
and  eventually  financed,  by  Chinese,  and  as  the  University  grew 
in  size  and  reputation  he  was  able  to  attract  to  it  an  increasing 
number  of  young  Chinese  returned  students  who  had  made  notable 
records  in  their  studies  abroad,  and  of  old  Chinese  scholars  who 
had  already  a  reputation  in  the  country.  In  the  former  group 
he  sought  those  of  outstanding  Christian  character,  their  parti¬ 
cular  religious  affiliations  being  of  minor  importance  to  him.  Our 
students  seemed  at  first  almost  too  studious,  burdened  as  they 
were  with  the  responsibility  of  helping  out  the  family  budget  as 
soon  as  possible.  Few  came  from  well-to-do  families,  many  from 
mission  schools  on  small  scholarships,  and  these  scholarships  were 
very  small  indeed.  All  wore  the  sober,  blue  cotton  gown,  a 
fashion  adopted  by  students  when  the  Republic  was  founded. 

The  problems  and  difficulties  faced  by  this  growing  institu¬ 
tion  in  Peking  were  much  the  same  as  those  experienced  by  my 
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own  University  in  Canada  in  its  early  years  of  struggle.  Today, 
the  content  of  courses  and  methods  of  teaching  are  much  the  same 
as  those  that  are  followed  in  Canadian  institutions.  Students’  in¬ 
terests  differ  somewhat.  In  a  country  like  China,  struggling 
with  problems  of  industrial,  social  and  economic  reconstruction, 
one  naturally  finds  an  emphasis  on  the  social  sciences.  The 
natural  sciences,  in  which  China  has  so  hopelessly  lagged  behind 
the  rest  of  the  world,  are  equally  popular.  There  is  one  factor, 
however,  in  the  Chinese  situation  which  is  perhaps  unique — the 
active  part  played  by  students  in  politics.  When  I  first  arrived 
in  China  in  1920  war  seemed  a  joke.  The  North  China  soldier 
fought  only  in  the  spring  and  autumn,  busying  himself  with 
harvesting  in  the  summer  and  finding  campaigning  in  the  cold 
weather  distasteful.  There  was  constant  manoeuvring  among 
military  leaders  for  the  control  of  Peking,  but  we  were  well 
advised  when  trouble  might  break  out,  and  went  in  little  fear 
of  personal  danger.  I  was  not  long  in  the  country,  however, 
before  I  became  aware  of  military  forces  at  work  of  quite  a 
different  nature.  The  Nationalist  Party  was  beginning  to  gather 
strength  for  its  drive  northward.  Scholars  and  students  were 
taking  a  hand  in  plotting  revolution.  Communism  had  fired  the 
imagination  of  a  considerable  number  of  China’s  literati  and  was 
becoming  bolder  as  it  gained  power  within  the  party  itself.  The 
play  of  politics  in  government  circles  and  about  the  Legation 
Quarter  was  constantly  upsetting  the  even  tenor  of  our  academic 
life.  Peking,  one  of  the  largest  educational  centres  in  the  coun¬ 
try,  in  moments  of  political  crisis  literally  seethed  with  excited 
students.  It  was  impossible  to  carry  on  academic  work  calmly. 
We  were  all,  staff  and  students  alike,  intensely  alive  to  the  course 
of  political  events,  and  intensely  idealistic  regarding  the  National¬ 
ist  cause.  On  our  campus  we  have  had  to  face  problems  of  stu¬ 
dent  discipline  not  known,  in  Canada.  Time  and  time  again,  the 
activities  of  paid  agents  of  communism  among  our  students  have 
completely  disorganized  us,  and  during  the  recent  Japanese  dis¬ 
turbances  it  has  proved  on  more  than  one  occasion  impossible  to 
hold  students  to  their  work. 

In  the  spring  of  1925  I  left  China.  The  week  before  my  boat 
sailed  the  shooting  of  unarmed  students  in  the  foreign  concession 
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in  Shanghai  had  sent  a  wave  of  anti-foreign  feeling  over  the 
country  that  made  me  wonder  if  I,  a  British  subject,  would  be 
able  to  return.  In  the  summer  of  1927  I  was  back  at  Yenching 
University,  and  found  that  great  changes  had  taken  place  on  and 
off  the  campus.  Anti-British  feeling  had  died  down  almost  as 
suddenly  as  it  had  arisen.  The  new  Nationalist  government  was 
firmly  in  the  saddle.  Communism  had  over-reached  itself,  causing 
a  split  in  the  party,  and  had  been  expelled.  There  was  evident 
a  growing  disillusionment  and  distrust  of  government  leaders  and 
their  motives.  There  had  been  a  considerable  evacuation  of 
foreigners  from  the  country  following  outrages  committed  by 
Nationalist  soldiers  in  Nanking.  The  army  was  still  far  from 
Peking,  but  the  city  was  no  longer  a  political  battleground,  the 
capital  having  been  transferred  to  Nanking.  Changes  within  the 
University  itself  were  to  me  even  more  momentous.  Our  first 
unit  of  construction  completed,  we  had  moved  out  upon  our  new 
campus.  Buildings  were  still  unfinished,  but  we  were  under  roof. 
We  had  now  splendidly  equipped  modern  classrooms  and  labora¬ 
tories,  library  and  administration  buildings.  We  had  dormitory 
accommodation  for  700  students  and  our  dormitories  were  full. 
We  were  now  drawing  students  from  every  class  of  society,  from 
every  province  in  China  and  from  Chinese  settlements  overseas. 
The  students  looked  different.  Men  were  breaking  out  into  shorts 
and  tennis  flannels.  Gowns  in  gay  patterns  and  colours  were  in 
style  among  the  women  students.  We  had  now  plenty  of  room 
for  outdoor  sports  and  the  foundations  laid  for  two  gymnasiums. 
If  material  advance  was  so  evident,  progress  in  University  policy 
was  no  less  conspicuous.  We  were  now  registered  as  part  of  the 
regular  Chinese  system  of  education,  conforming  to  all  the  rules 
and  regulations  of  the  Ministry  of  Education,  organized  into 
three  colleges,  Arts  and  Letters,  Natural  Sciences  and  Public 
Affairs,  which  is  the  minimum  requirement  for  an  institution  of 
university  grade  in  China.  Our  theological  college  had  not  been 
interfered  with  but  was  unregistered.  We  were  now  granting 
Chinese  degrees.  The  head  of  the  institution  was  no  longer  a 
foreigner,  but  a  Chinese  chancellor.  Chinese  staff  members 
equalled  Western  members  in  numbers  and  soon  outstripped 
them.  Four  of  our  five  deans  were  Chinese.  Our  board  of  con- 
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trol  had  now  a  majority  of  Chinese  members,  with  Dr.  W.  W. 
Yen  as  President.  We  were  fast  becoming  an  indigenous  Chinese 
institution.  The  University  had  also  made  contacts  abroad.  We 
were  now  carrying  for  the  Rockefeller  Foundation  their  pre¬ 
medical  work  in  Peking,  and  we  were  making  plans  in  connection 
with  Harvard  University  for  the  establishment  of  a  graduate 
school  of  Chinese  studies  to  be  operated  jointly  in  Cambridge 
and  Peking. 

I  am  often  aware  of  a  questioning  attitude  in  the  minds  of 
my  friends  abroad  as  to  the  necessity  for  such  an  institution  as 
Yenching  University  in  China  today.  If  I  do  not  actually  hear 
such  questions  as  the  following,  at  least  I  am  aware  of  their 
existence.  Is  it  necessary  to  spend  all  this  foreign  money  and 
effort  in  China?  Can’t  the  Chinese  take  care  of  their  own  edu¬ 
cational  affairs  ?  Isn’t  it  rather  presumptuous  to  be  forcing  upon 
China  Western  religion  and  Western  culture? 

The  day  is  finished  when  religion  may  be  forced  upon  any 
student  in  China.  If  one  delves  back  far  enough  into  the  history 
of  the  spread  of  education,  it  is  not  unusual  to  find  one  country 
rendering  assistance  to  another  in  the  building  up  of  an  educa¬ 
tional  system.  China  is  to-day  engaged  in  the  reorganization 
along  Western  lines  of  her  whole  system  of  education.  But 
calamities  of  flood  and  famine,  civil  war  and  foreign  invasion 
present  problems  infinitely  more  pressing  than  reform  of  educa¬ 
tion.  The  government  is  distressingly  handicapped  in  its  efforts 
to  carry  out  a  programme  of  reconstruction  in  any  field.  It  is 
quite  natural  that  Western  educators,  disinterestedly  anxious  to 
assist  China  in  the  solving  of  her  educational  difficulties,  should 
be  welcome  in  the  country.  It  is  not  only  the  mission  schools  and 
colleges  that  are  assisting  China  in  this  field.  Institutions  like 
the  Rockefeller  Foundation  medical  training  centre  in  Peking, 
splendidly  equipped  and  staffed,  are  rendering  a  very  distinctive 
service.  In  1932,  at  the  request  of  the  Chinese  Government,  a 
commission  of  the  League  of  Nations  composed  of  European 
educationalists  surveyed  the  whole  field  of  education  in  China  and 
presented  an  exhaustive  report  of  criticism  and  recommendation. 
Even  the  diplomats  are  taking  a  hand.  It  has  become  the  fashion 
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lately  for  the  nations  which  demanded  large  indemnities  to  be 
paid  over  a  term  of  years  for  losses  incurred  during  the  Boxer 
outrage,  to  return  these  same  indemnities  to  China.  Much  of 
this  money  has  been  earmarked  by  the  donors  for  educational 
purposes.  China  has  shown  herself  grateful  for  such  friendly 
acts  of  assistance,  and  they  have  been  received  in  the  spirit  in 
which  they  have  been  offered. 

A  further  question  arises.  What  place,  if  any,  have  such 
institutions  as  Yenching  University  in  China’s  future  educational 
programme?  It  is  difficult  to  say.  All  education  in  China  to-day 
is  largely  experimental.  That  such  an  institution  will  become 
increasingly  Chinese  is  inevitable,  but  that  it  will  continue  to 
retain  its  strong  Christian  character  and  influence  is  quite  prob¬ 
able.  China  is  not  averse  to  Christianity,  but  to  certain  methods 
of  proselytism.  Foreign-founded  institutions  with  their  interna¬ 
tional  implications  may  yet  create  for  themselves  a  distinct  place 
in  the  educational  system  of  the  country.  In  the  universities  of 
Europe  and  the  American  continent  there  is  evident  a  growing 
interest  in  the  study  of  things  oriental.  For  some  years  the  West 
has  been  bringing  to  the  East  a  new  religion  and  much  that  is 
needed  for  economic  and  social  reconstruction ;  she  may  yet 
acknowledge  her  indebtedness  to  an  older  and  less  material 
civilization. 

[Editor’s  Note:  It  is  the  joint  misfortune  of  the  Editor  and  readers  of 
The  News  that  we  were  unable,  by  reason  of  lack  of  funds,  to  repro¬ 
duce  a  group  of  photographs  which  accompanied  the  foregoing  article.  We 
have  always  felt  an  admiration  for  grey  limestone  buildings  and  noble  elms 
that  time  has  not  withered  nor  custom  staled,  but  when  we  saw  these 
snapshots  of  various  aspects  of  Yenching  University  doubt  entered  our 
mind  for  the  first  time.  Perfectly  reflected  in  a  quiet  stream,  the  airy 
buildings  and  twisted  grace  of  trees  which  somehow  have  more  reality  on 
a  Chinese  screen  than  in  a  landscape,  take  on  an  enchanted  look.  But 
another  photograph,  of  a  group  of  young  co-educationists  apparently  em¬ 
barking  on  a  picnic,  dispels  the  illusions  created  by  their  fanciful  surround¬ 
ings.  Apart  from  a  not  very  marked  disposition  to  sloe  eyes,  it  might  be 
a  select  gathering  of  members  of  Arts  ’36  starting  out  for  Kingston  Mills 
via  the  Rideau.]  ;

UP  at  six  o’clock  to  deliver  twins.  One,  the  boy,  was  born 
before  we  arrived,  although  we  reached  the  apartment 
twenty  minutes  after  the  father  telephoned  for  us.  During 
that  twenty  minutes  we  had  travelled  thirty  blocks  through  heavy 
traffic. 

The  girl  twin  came  feet  first,  weighed  seven  and  three-quarter 
pounds  and  looks  very  pink,  although  the  parents  are  good-looking 
coloured  folk  from  Alabama.  The  boy  is  small — only  seven 
pounds !  Dorothy,  Dayton  and  mother  all  doing  well. 

Back  to  clinic  at  nine-thirty,  where  breakfast  of  coffee  and 
toast  awaited  me.  By  ten  the  clinic  waiting  room  was  filling  up. 
Saw  seven  new  patients  and  fifteen  who  had  previously  registered. 
All  of  them  expect  babies  sometime  between  now  and  next 
March.  I  should  say  all  except  one  colored  lady-preacher,  aged 
fifty-five,  weight  two  hundred  and  seventy-five  pounds.  After 
examination,  I  told  her  as  tactfully  as  possible  that  I  did  not 
think  she  was  “expectin’  To  this  she  replied,  “Oh  yes  doctor, 
I’m  going  to  have  my  baby  next  month,  and  if  you  don’t  look 
after  me,  the  Lord  will!  Praise  the  Lord!” 

Lunch  sandwiched  in  there  somewhere  but  the  Antepartem 
Clinic  is  a  continuous  performance  from  ten  in  the  morning  until 
four  in  the  afternoon.  Then  went  out  on  the  district  and  visited 
four  patients.  Two  lived  on  the  top  floors  (fifth),  one  on  the 
third  floor  and  one  in  a  basement.  It’s  a  great  way  to  keep  one’s 
girlish  figure ! 

From  six  to  seven  checked  over  the  records  of  patients  seen 
that  day  and  brought  them  up  to  date. 

Our  friend  telephone  did  not  ring  once  through  dinner ;  how¬ 
ever  just  about  eight  o’clock  when  I  was  contentedly  sipping 
coffee,  a  neighbour  called  to  say  that  Mary  Johnson  had  just 
moved  to  a  new  address  and  needed  us  urgently. 
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Mary  is  an  old  friend  for  she  had  her  ninth  pickaninny  with 
us  last  year.  We  arrived  at  the  new  apartment  to  find  her  in¬ 
stalled  with  one  bed,  one  chair,  one  table,  one  kerosene  lamp ;  and 
nine  children  were  bundled  in  a  back  room.  She  had  had  a 
neighbour  move  this  furniture  when  she  felt  her  first  pain !  When 
her  husband  came  home  from  his  night’s  work,  he  found  the 
family  moved  and  the  tenth  baby  sleeping  peacefully  in  a  con¬ 
verted  dresser  drawer. 

Home  about  midnight  “and  so  to  bed”. 


High-Lights  in  a  Year  Abroad

IT  is  difficult  to  choose  high-lights  in  a  year  4hat  was  eventful 
from  beginning  to  end,  so  I  shall  endeavour  to  concentrate  on 
features  less  likely  to  be  encountered  by  the  many  who  are 
travelling  abroad  each  year.  The  purpose  of  our  trip  was  two¬ 
fold — travel  and  study.  My  friend  had  a  year  of  furlough  after 
seven  years  of  immigration  work  and  wanted  study  in  England 
and  a  year  of  recuperation.  I  seized  the  opportunity  for  travel 
in  her  congenial  company  and  for  the  taking  of  a  .Social  Science 
course  at  the  London  School  of  Economics. 

We  sailed  on  the  Empress  of  Britain  in  September  and  had 
a  delightful  balmy  crossing.  There  were  interesting  passengers 
aboard — the  Bishop  of  London,  Lord  Duncannon,  students  from 
Canada  and  the  United  States  going  abroad  for  post-graduate 
work  in  English  or  French  Universities,  honeymooners,  etc.  The 
five  days  were  over  all  too  quickly  and  we  soon  found  ourselves 
revelling  in  the  novelty  of  English  chimney-pots  and  in  the 
beauties  of  English  rose  gardens,  vivid  green  countrysides  with 
crooked  fences  and  winding  roads  and  picturesque  clusters  of 
cottages. 

In  London,  which  was  to  be  our  headquarters,  we  were  soon 
getting  acquainted  with  the  many  different  forms  of  transport 
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the  underground  and  the  tubes  which  make  miles  of  net-work 
beneath  the  surface  of  the  ground  and  carry  people  great  dis¬ 
tances  in  incredibly  short  time,  the  top-heavy  buses  and  trams 
which  move  with  such  assurance  and  speed  through  the  crowded 
streets,  for  rides  on  which  you  pay  a  penny,  tuppence,  fourpence 
or  more  according  to  the  distance  travelled.  We  were  most 
pleasantly  surprised  by  the  spaciousness  and  beauty  of  old 
London ;  and  the  more  we  explored  the  parks,  the  greens,  the 
hidden  court-yards,  the  illusive  by-ways  and  gardens,  the  more 
impressed  we  were  with  its  charm.  One  walk  which  never  failed 
to  fascinate  me  was  from  the  London  School  of  Economics, 
situated  near  Aldwych,  along  old  Fleet  Street,  past  the  Temple 
Bar  (the  historic  school  of  law'),  through  any  one  of  many 
passage-ways  leading  past  the  famous  Temple  Round  Church, 
through  green  court-yards  where  pigeons  played  about  the  foun¬ 
tains,  then  past  the  great  hustling  printing-office  of  one  of 
London’s  daily  newspapers  to  the  Guildhall  School  of  Music,  set 
a  short  distance  back  from  the  embankment  and  within  sight  of 
the  great  dome  of  St.  Paul’s  Cathedral.  Here  I  enjoyed  two 
terms  of  intensive  vocal  study  with  Carrie  Tubb,  whose  personality 
and  experience  as  well  as  her  recognized  ability  as  a  teacher  were 
an  inspiration.

The  London  School  of  Economics  at  which  I  registered  for 
the  Social  Science  course  proved,  a  very  interesting  place.  There 
were  people  there  it  seemed  from  every  part  of  the  globe — many 
dark-skinned  Indians,  the  men  in  Western  dress  and  the  girls  in 
bright  coloured  saris,  bearded  men  from  Russia,  some  black 
people  from  Africa  and  some  fair  ones  from  Finland,  others  from 
Palestine  and  Egypt,  some  buxom  Irish  ones,  out-spoken  in  their 
criticism  of  British  methods  of  Government,  a  number  of  Ameri¬ 
cans  seeking  knowledge  of  English  ways  and  methods,  attracting 
attention  by  their  “movie”  accent  and  intonation,  and  some 
inquisitive  Canadians,  whose  speech  was  equally  amusing  to  the 
English  students.  People  from  other  lands  seemed  to  be  there 
principally  for  post-graduate  work — in  journalism  or  commerce, 
in  politics  or  economics,  in  research  or  various  lines  of  social 
work. 
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The  London  School  of  Economics  is  one  of  a  number  of 
colleges  comprising  the  University  of  London.  A  Central  Board 
governs  graduating  standards  and  examinations.  Each  College 
arranged  its  own  courses.  Students  may  choose  among  a  number  of 
professors  and  subjects  relative  to  their  course.  The  student  body  is 
divided  into  small  groups  which  are  assigned  to  separate  tutors. 
These  tutors  set  and  judge  essays,  conduct  classes  for  discussion  and 
hold  individual,  bi-weekly,  one  hour  sessions  with  each  student.  This 
tutor  system  seems  very  successful  and  worthy  of  adoption  in  Can¬ 
adian  Universities.  Examinations  are  set  on  general  subjects  and 
one  paper  may  cover  the  work  of  four  of  more  professors.  It  is  left 
to  the  judgment  of  the  student  to  discriminate  and  choose  among 
information  gained  from  various  lectures.  Independence  of 
thought  seems  to  be  encouraged,  and  the  general  opinion  is  that 
any  contention  backed  by  satisfactory  argument  and  reason  will 
receive  merit  from  examiners.  It  was  interesting  to  observe  the 
frankness  and  keenness  of  students  in  discussion. 

Professors  who  were  particularly  popular  were  Dr.  Bernard 
Hart  in  Psychiatry,  Prof.  Eileen  Power  in  English  Industrial 
and  Social  History,  Dr.  Robson  in  Industrial  Legislation,  Prof. 
Ginsberg  in  Philosophy  and  Psychology,  Professors  Laksi  in 
Politics  and  Robbins  in  Economics.  Many  opportunities  and 
arrangements  were  made  for  students  to  visit  industrial  plants, 
hostels,  clinics,  specialized  playgrounds,  school  psychiatric  meet¬ 
ings  where  problem  children  were  studied  by  school  social  worker, 
psychologist,  psychiatrist  and  teacher.  Dr.  Hart’s  psychiatric 
clinic,  where  remarkable  recoveries  were  effected  in  nervous  dis¬ 
orders  and  mental  disturbances,  was  one  of  particular  interest. 

The  students’  organization  brought  many  interesting  speakers 
to  the  college.  Ghandi  appeared  in  his  unusual  costume  and  sat 
while  he  invited  and  answered  many  questions  from  his  large 
audience.  His  English  had  a  pleasant  Oxford  accent  and  he 
spoke  with  persuasive  ability.  The  President  of  the  Indian 
National  Congress  appeared  at  another  time  and  gave  his  version 
of  the  Indian  situation  in  well-spoken  English.  Ait  this  gathering 
one  was  impressed  by  the  numbers  of  Indians — between  two  and 
three  hundred — seeking  knowledge  and  experience  in  an  English 
University.  At  a  three-day  British  Isles  Conference  on  Disarma- 
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ment  in  the  Students’  Hall  some  prominent  speakers  were  heard, 
among  them  being  Margaret  Bonfield  and  Viscount  Cecil. 

For  six  months  I  lived  in  Katherine  Low  Settlement  in 
Battersea,  where  I  got  some  experience  in  Club  and  Care  Com¬ 
mittee  work.  The  latter  was  an  interesting  form  of  joint  school 
and  community  interest  in  children.  Vocational  experts,  local 
social  workers  and  representative  community  people  met  with  the 
principal,  teacher  and  parents  to  discuss  choice  and  possibilities 
of  work  or  further  education  for  each  child  graduating  from 
school.  The  interests  of  the  remaining  pupils  were  also  discussed 
and  supervised.  The  officers  of  this  Care  Committee  were  Settle¬ 
ment  workers  and  they  did  the  follow-up  work  in  the  homes.  We 
were  guests  at  various  other  settlements  and  community  centres. 
Use  of  school  buildings  in  out-of-school  hours  for  teen-age 
activities  was  very  creditably  developed.  It  was  immensely 
pleasing  to  see  the  natural  ne’er-do-wells  of  the  street  keenly 
engaged  in  shoe-repairing,  furniture-making,  basket-weaving, 
leather-making,  sports,  sing-songs,  etc. 

We  spent  as  much  time  as  we  could  spare,  sight-seeing, 
theatre-going  and  tripping  here  and  there.  Fine  operas,  plays 
and  variety  shows  abounded  and  gave  us  many  joyful  hours.  I 
was  particularly  fascinated,  however,  by  the  oratorios  and  con¬ 
certs  given  in  massive  Albert  Hall.  Here  we  heard  Kreisler  and 
saw  and  heard  Hiawatha  played  in  the  entire  main  floor  space  and 
were  inspired  by  the  oratorios  sung  by  that  choir  of  a  thousand 
picked  voices,  accompanied  by  the  hundred  piece  London 
Symphony  Orchestra  and  directed  by  the  striking  figure  of 
Malcolm  Sargeant,  to  tier  on  tier  of  assembled  thousands.  How 
the  English  people  do  know  and  appreciate  fine  music !  In  Albert 
Hall  also  we  heard  the  Prince  of  Wales  give  his  stirring  address 
to  the  youth  of  the  nation  on  the  need  for  unselfish  concerted 
effort  to  establish  healthy  living  conditions  and  better  times  for  all. 

We  had  heard  that  coolness  and  aloofness  were  characteris¬ 
tics  of  the  English  people  but  we  experienced  only  kind  hos¬ 
pitality,  courtesy  and  friendliness  on  every  hand.  And  no 
hospitality  can  surpass  in  charm  that  of  an  English  home. 
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I  shall  not  dwell  on  outstanding  places  of  interest  such  as 
the  wonderful  cathedrals,  art  galleries,  the  Tower  of  London,  the 
fascinating  shops,  Madame  Toussaud’s  Wax  Works,  Kew 
Gardens,  etc.,  etc.  These  have  been  described  elsewhere  with 
greater  justice  than  I  could  do  them  and  I  hope  most  of  my  read¬ 
ers  have  had  or  will  have  an  opportunity  to  see  them. 

During  the  three  weeks  holidays  at  Christmas  we  explored 
some  out-lying  points  of  interest — Windsor  Castle,  Stratford-on- 
Avon,  Chester,  with  its  quaint  two-storey  side-walks  and  its  great 
wall,  Liverpool  and  the  Lake  Country,  where  we  spent  a  week 
with  friends. 

Special  trips  were  made  to  Cambridge  and  Oxford,  and  in 
this  connection  I  should  like  to  refer  to  the  great  kindness  shown 
by  the  Victoria  League  to  visitors  from  all  parts  of  the  Empire. 
Besides  being  invited  to  dances,  teas,  etc.,  we  were  escorted  to 
and  piloted  through  the  fine  old  Oxford  buildings  and  entertained 
in  private  houses  for  luncheon  and  at  Magdalen  College  for  tea. 
Interested  friends  informed  us  that  one  could  see  more  in  these 
conducted  parties  than  by  prowling  about  for  weeks  independ¬ 
ently.  We  revelled  in  the  fine  architecture,  the  historical  signific¬ 
ance  and  delightful  surroundings  of  Oxford,  and  thoroughly 
enjoyed  the  charming  hospitality  of  these  English  people  and  the 
contacts  made  with  people  from  all  parts  of  the  Empire.  Our 
visit  to  Cambridge  was  most  interesting  also,  and  particularly 
vivid  in  my  recollections  is  the  perfect  Gothic  beauty  of  King’s 
College  chapel. 

At  Easter  we  extended  our  vacation  to  seven  weeks  which 
we  spent  on  the  Continent  in  the  company  of  another  Canadian 
and  an  English  lady  who  was  a  great  asset  to  us  because  of  her 
previous  travel  experience  and  her  knowledge  of  Continental 
countries  and  of  art.  We  planned  our  own  itinerary,  which  took 
in  Bruges,  Zeebrugge,  Ghent  and  Brussels  in  Belgium,  Cologne, 
the  Rhine,  Frankfurt-on-Maine,  Niirnberg  and  Munich  in 
Germany,  Innsbruck  in  Austria,  Riva,  Lake  Gardo,  Venice, 
Florence,  Assissi,  Rome,  Naples,  Pompeii,  Siena,  Pisa  and  Milan 
in  Italy,  Lucerne,  Lausanne  and  Geneva  in  Switzerland,  Paris, 
Rouen,  Arras  and  the  battlefield  area  in  France. 
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I  shall  not  attempt  to  describe  in  this  short  article  details  of 
that  eventful  trip  but  shall  refer  to  some  personal  experiences 
which  may  not  be  the  lot  of  the  majority  of  tourists.  In  Bruges 
we  watched  canal  transport  and  explored  the  old  quais  and  quaint 
historic  buildings.  Every  sort  of  conveyance  was  seen  on  the 
streets — bread-carts  pulled  by  faithful  dogs,  yokes  bearing  pails 
of  milk,  borne  on  the  shoulders  of  quaintly  dressed  women  wliose 
wooden  shoes  made  a  noisy  clatter  on  the  cobble-stones,  ox-drawn 
vehicles  and  massive  motor  cars.  Every  Belgian  city  was  rich  in 
art  and  architecture.  The  churches  were  noted  for  their  beautiful 
stained  glass,  their  delicate  wood-carving  and  here  and  there 
masterpieces  of  sculpture  and  painting.  The  old  castle  at  Ghent 
with  its  moat,  its  great  walls,  dungeons  and  towers  reeked  with 
historic  romance.  We  were  in  Brussels  on  Easter  Sunday  and 
enjoyed  a  memorable  view  of  the  Grand  Plaz  or  central  square 
literally  stacked  with  flowers  and  fruit  for  sale.  The  gorgeous 
civic  buildings  surrounding  the  square  made  a  brilliant 
background. 

I  must  confess  that  I  went  into  Germany  with  some  feeling 
of  antagonism  to  the  German  people.  This  attitude  was  very 
quickly  dispelled,  however.  Everywhere  we  met  with  the  utmost 
courtesy  and  friendliness,  and  the  fact  that  we  were  Canadians 
seemed  to  be  a  special  recommendation.  We  had  the  rare  privi- 
legs  in  Frankfurt  of  being  entertained  in  the  home  of  the  daughter 
of  a  prominent  German  artist  who  died  recently.  Miss  Stein- 
housen,  a  charming  German  lady,  had  been  driven  through  reduced 
family  finances  to  lecture  on  her  father’s  art,  accompanied  by  her 
sister,  who  sang  and  played.  We  shall  never  forget  the  modest, 
sincere  interpretation  which  she  gave  us  of  many  of  her  father’s 
famous  pictures,  especially  of  one  of  Christ  with  out-stretched 
hands,  painted  on  the  request  of  a  German  soldier  and  later  re¬ 
printed  many  times  and  dispersed  to  interested  Canadians  as  well 
as  Germans  in  the  trenches.  At  a  small  gathering  in  another  home 
I  was  much  taken  back  by  a  sudden  question  asked  very  kindly 
by  a  fine-looking  big  German :  “Are  we  Germans  the  barbarians 
you  thought  we  were?”  He  went  on  to  tell  me  about  the  friend¬ 
liness  which  existed  between  Canadians  and  Germans  in  the 
trenches  on  every  possible  occasion  between  attacks  and  asked  me 
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if  I  knew  a  McKinnon  from  Halifax  who  had  been  a  guest  in 
his  home  and  who  had  given  him  a  standing  invitation  to  visit  him 
in  Halifax.  I  explained  that  McKinnons  from  Halifax  were 
numerous ! 

In  Niirnberg  we  were  paying  guests  in  the  interesting  and 
musical  home  of  a  clergyman.  The  older  daughter  was  soon  to 
receive  her  Doctor’s  degree  in  Political  Economy  at  Munich  Uni¬ 
versity.  Each  evening  we  were  treated  to  real  feasts  of  classical 
music.  How  Germans  do  know  and  respect  the  great  composers ! 

We  revelled  in  the  romance  and  beauty  of  these  old  German 
cities.  In  Cologne  the  magnificent  Gothic  cathedral,  other  historic 
churches  and  the  natural  beauty  of  the  Rhine  enthralled  us.  In 
Frankfort  and  Niirnberg  we  explored  the  quaint  old  buildings, 
the  public  squares  with  their  gaudy  monuments  and  fountains 
and  their  flower  vendors  grouped  together  under  huge  colorful 
parasols,  the  public  buildings  where  much  fine  art  was  displayed 
and  under  which  gruesome  dungeons  and  passage-ways  spoke  of 
weird  punishment  in  olden  days.  The  great  castle  high  on  a  rock 
overlooking  Niirnberg  reeked  with  romance  for  us  as  we  listened 
to  tales  of  valour  and  intrigue  recounted  by  our  kind  friends. 

I  should  be  glad  to  linger  over  the  beauties  of  the  Rhine  and 
the  interest  of  many  places  along  the  way,  but  I  must  hurry  on  to 
a  brief  reference  to  the  beauty  of  Austrian  mountains  and  the 
charm  of  the  little  village  of  Innsbruck,  nestled  on  the  banks  of 
a  stream  at  the  foot  of  huge  snow-capped  mountains,  on  the  lower 
parts  of  which  w,e  gathered  gorgeous  purple  heather. 

Italy,  from  Riva  and  beautiful  Lake  Gardo  in  the  Dolo¬ 
mite  Mountains  in  the  north,  to  Rome  and  Pompeii  with  their 
store  of  ancient  wonders  in  the  south,  seemed  to  thrill  all  our 
senses  at  every  move.  I  appreciated  Browning  and  Prof. 
Macdonald’s  lectures  as  I  had  never  done  before  as  we  revelled 
in  the  great  works  of  art.  Three  weeks  were  all  too  short  in 
which  to  touch  even  the  high  spots  of  interest  and  beauty. 

We  were  very  much  impressed  and  pleased  with  the  magnifi¬ 
cent  beauty  of  Switzerland  and  enjoyed  some  happy  contacts  with 
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people  there.  One  afternoon  in  Geneva  was  spent  at  the  Dis¬ 
armament  Conference. 

The  time  remaining  for  France  was  all  too  short.  Three 
fascinating  days  w'ere  spent  exploring  Paris,  one  in  visiting  near¬ 
by  points  of  interest  and  two  in  driving  over  the  battlefield  area 
near  Arras  and  Vimy  Ridge.  Many  Canadian  cemeteries  were 
seen  and  a  number  of  graves  visited  at  the  request  of  relatives  and 
home  folk.  We  were  very  much  impressed  and  pleased  with  the 
beauty  of  these  cemeteries  and  the  unceasing  care  and  taste  given 
to  each  and  every  plot  of  sacred  ground. 

Our  year  abroad  terminated  in  a  week  of  glorious  travel 
through  beautiful  Devonshire  and  Cornwall,  another  week  in  the 
north  and  charming  Lake  Country  of  England,  then  three  soul- 
satisfying  weeks  in  bonny  Scotland  where  we  revelled  in  beauty 
unsurpassed  and  held  communion  with  the  ghosts  of  our 
forefathers. 


Life  Assurance  as  a  Vocation 

for  Women

TO  introduce  the  subject  of  “Life  Assurance  as  a  Vocation 
for  Women”  in  these  times  of  economic  upheaval  may 
seem  a  little  foolhardy.  The  fact  remains  that,  apart  from 
those  fantastic  years  when  money  seemed  to  flow  like  water  and 
to  be  carried  to  storage  in  a  sieve,  more  women  are  writing  more 
life  assurance  to-day  than  during  any  period  of  our  financial 
history. 

The  reasons  are  not  far  to  seek.  Life  assurance  women  have 
a  clearer  field  to  work  in  because  women  will  take  a  long  time 
to  forget  embroidered  stock  certificates.  The  day  of  100%  divi- 
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dends  and  400%  increments  has  gone  forever.  The  rush  of 
watered  stocks  will  dash  itself  against  the  solid  rock  of  life  assur¬ 
ance  and  turn  into  useless  spray  upon  desolate  shores.  Moreover 
life  assurance  will  return  to  normalcy  first.  Men  and  women 
have  lost  their  insurance  through  financial  stress,  and  protection 
for  loved  ones  and  provision  for  old  age  has  been  swept  away. 
So  the  first  free  monies  will  flow  into  insurance  hands. 

The  number  of  clients  will  increase  steadily  because  the  num¬ 
ber  of  women  who  of  choice  or  necessity  are  entering  the  business 
and  professional  worlds  is  swelling.  Women  are  becoming  spe¬ 
cialists,  administrators  and  executives ;  they  are  practising  law  and 
medicine ;  they  are  teachers  and  nurses ;  they  will  be  in  the  pulpit ; 
they  are  chiropodists,  manicurists  and  masseuses ;  they  are  con¬ 
ductresses  and  instrumentalists ;  they  design  and  manufacture 
your  clothing  and  are  clever  enough  to  sell,  season  by  season,  new 
clothes  which  are  not  required  and  which  call  for  more  grotesque 
accessories.  In  any  event  they  have  proved  that  there  is  money 
available  when  desire  has  been  aroused. 

So  women  march  on,  seeking  and  achieving  independence 
and,  consequently,  accepting  responsibility.  Often  there  is  a 
young  sister  or  a  careless  brother,  a  widowed  mother  or  a  bed¬ 
ridden  father,  helpless  niece  or  nephew ;  there  is  always  oneself 
who  in  the  fat  years  must  provide  for  the  lean  years  when  life’s 
sun  is  setting.  What  a  tremendous  opportunity  for  placing  life 
assurance  is  there  and  life  assurance  women  can  take  advantage 
of  it.  Some  types  of  men  can  gain  the  confidence  of  women  but 
the  average  man  does  not  like  to  do  business  with  women ;  often 
it  is  inconvenient  for  him  to  call ;  generally  it  is  impossible  for 
women  to  call  on  him.  Obviously,  too,  the  man  cannot  press  home 
the  necessity  for  assurance  without  creating  a  resentment  which 
is  not  felt  against  his  feminine  competitor.  Moreover,  a  strong 
bond  is  growing  up  between  women  workers,  each  appreciating 
and  sympathising  with  the  difficulties  of  the  others,  which  bond  it 
is  hoped  will  not  create  sex  antagonism.  There  is  at  least  one 
field  which  has  been  neglected  where  no  sex  antagonism  can 
arise,  and  that  is  the  replacement  of  the  economic  value  of  wives 
and  mothers.  Here  is  an  appeal  both  to  men  and  women,  a  need 
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which  can  easily  be  demonstrated,  for  practically  everyone  has 
seen  the  harm  that  can  be  done  to  a  family  by  the  removal  of  the 
wife  and  mother. 

There  is,  then,  a  great  field  of  opportunity.  What  must 
women  do  to  sow  and  reap  it  ?  They  must  have  and  retain  health, 
because  life  assurance  is  still  the  best  paid  hard  work  in  the 
world,  and  it  requires  a  strong  body  to  stand  the  strain.  Regular 
meals  are  therefore  imperative,  also  proper  sleep  and  reasonable 
recreation.  They  must  have  mental  poise,  suppressing  the  little 
spites  and  jealousies;  high  hat  tactics  are  barred,  even  when  they 
appear  called  for.  Ignorance  must  be  met  with  a  sympathetic 
understanding  of  the  disabilities  under  which  clients  labour, 
boorishness  with  cheerful  urbanity,  indifference  with  eager 
demonstration  of  purpose,  and  rudeness  with  courtesy.  The  im¬ 
portance  of  ordinary  common  sense  can  scarcely  be  over-estimated, 
nor  is  the  advice  of  Polonius  to  be  despised — “Costly  thy  raiment 
as  thy  purse  can  buy,  but  not  expressed  in  fancy;  rich  not 
gaudy”.  The  mission  is  to  concentrate  the  client’s  attention  on 
the  subject,  not  to  attract  personal  notice  or  criticism. 

Graciousness  in  manner  and  conversation  is  to  be  cultivated, 
for  words  are  boomerangs  and  in  a  thoughtless  moment  things 
can  be  said  which  in  the  widening  circle  of  report  will  undo 
good  work  or  place  an  insurmountable  obstacle  in  the  path  of  a 
probable  sale.  While  a  cheery  greeting  is  desirable,  the  social 
should  be  submerged  in  business  as  quickly  as  possible  and  never 
should  it  be  forgotten  that  the  purpose  is  to  place  assurance.  The 
determination  to  succeed  can  be  veiled  by  the  desire  to  serve,  for, 
after  all,  more  is  given  than  taken.  If  the  agent’s  commission  on 
a  sale  be  compared  with  the  benefits  accruing  to  her  client  the 
true  relationship  will  be  appreciated  and  it  will  be  realized  that  the 
agent  is  indeed  no  seeker  of  favours  but  a  giver  of  freedom — 
freedom  from  fear,  from  want  and,  last  but  not  least,  freedom 
from  charity. 

Obviously,  a  thorough  knowledge  of  her  business  is  impera¬ 
tive  for  every  life  assurance  woman.  She  does  not  require  to  be 
an  actuary  but  she  must  have  sufficient  technical  knowledge  to 
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select  and  demonstrate  the  plan  which  fits  the  client’s  needs.  Her 
iob  is  not  to  explain  what  assurance  is  but  what  assurance  does. 

There  was  a  day  when  life  assurance  men  and  women  were 
sent  into  a  cold  world  with  no  training  and  little  advice.  They 
had  to  start  exactly  where  their  predecessors  started ;  they  had 
to  travel  the  same  weary  road ;  they  had  to  undergo  the  same 
heartbreaking  experiences.  But  a  new  day  has  dawned  for  those 
entering  the  life  assurance  world.  Life  assurance  companies  no 
longer  have  either  the  time  or  the  money  to  spend  on  those  with 
the  earmarks  of  failure  and  it  is  now  impossible  to  become  a 
member  of  the  staff  of  a  reputable  company  unless  there  is  some 
evident  chance  of  success.  Selection  is  becoming  scientific  and 
after  selection  there  follows  a  continuous  training  which  elimin¬ 
ates  most  of  the  causes  of  failure.  Every  agency  worthy  of  the 
name  has  its  training  school ;  there  company  practice  and  plans 
are  inculcated ;  cases  are  analysed ;  suggestions  are  made  and  pros¬ 
pects  are  often  provided.  Membership  in  the  Life  Underwriters’ 
Association  puts  the  agent  in  touch  with  all  the  successful  sales¬ 
men  and  at  its  meetings  their  methods  are  expounded.  It  has  also 
its  own  magazine  and  correspondence  courses  and  its  classes  to 
prepare  underwriters  for  the  degree  of  Chartered  Life  Under¬ 
writer.  There  is  also  in  existence  a  varied  literature  and  many 
monthly  publications,  some  of  which  are  semi-technical,  but 
most  of  Which  deal  with  selling  points  and  problems. 

At  what  age  should  one  become  a  life  underwriter?  There 
are,  of  course,  exceptions  to  all  rules,  but  experience  has  shown 
that  the  most  suitable  age  is  in  the  early  thirties.  Young  univer¬ 
sity  graduates  lack  the  authority  which  age  and  experience  give ; 
they  have  not  met  the  public  on  even  grounds  and  are  diffident 
when  the  client  is  older  and  possesses  more  of  the  world’s  goods. 
Nevertheless,  the  younger  graduate  who  has  the  financial  backing 
to  carry  her  for  the  first  few  years  will  do  better  than  the  other 
in  later  years  because  she  will  have  life  assurance  in  her  blood 
and  life  assurance  impressions  are  more  easily  made  on  her  fresh 
mind.  But  lacking  such  financial  backing  it  would  be  wisdom 
for  her  to  engage  in  any  occupation  which  puts  her  in  touch  with 
the  public. 
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One  of  the  most  desirable  things  in  this  life  is  to  be  one’s 
own  mistress  and  the  life  assurance  woman  can  achieve  this, 
provided  she  is  willing. 

She  must  eliminate  the  qualities  which  hinder,  and  develop 
those  which  help  her ;  she  must  persevere  when  successes  are  few 
and  far  between.  When  apparently  beaten  she  must  rise  to 
another  day’s  effort,  keeping  her  eyes  open  for  the  trifling  fault 
which  is  often  the  cause.  A  great  salesman  once  said  that  he 
learned  more  from  his  failures  than  from  his  victories.  She 
must  take  advantage  of  every  opportunity  to  learn ;  she  must  dis¬ 
criminate  in  selection.  She  must  have  courage,  courage  to  tell 
the  truth,  even  when  to  do  so  is  evidently  to  her  disadvantage ; 
courage  to  place  life  assurance  in  its  proper  place  and  to  keep 
it  there  despite  the  prospect.  Above  all,  she  must  have  faith,  faith 
in  her  own  strength  and  in  the  beneficence  of  her  cause ;  faith  that 
humans  will  do  the  proper  thing  if  the  way  is  shown.  And  having 
this  courage  and  this  faith  it  will  be  found  that  systematic  elfort 
will  lead  the  life  assurance  woman  in  pleasant  paths,  content  in 
mind  and  spirit  with  that  well-being  which  follows  good  work 
well  done.

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The  Merits 

of  the  Exchange  Student  System 

By  Ellen  Huebner 

LET  us  gather  around  the  fireplace  of  the  Common  Room 
of  Ban  Righ  Hall  or  Goodwin  House  where  we  used  to  sit 
and  listen  to  one  of  the  girls  sing  or  play  the  piano.  Or 
where  we  had  lively  discussions  on  Sunday  afternoons  with 
chocolate  cake  and  nut  bread.  Do  you  remember  the  good  old 
times?  And  did  we  not  have  heaps  of  fun?  That  is  exactly  the 
mood  I  would  like  to  be  in  as  I  am  going  to  tell  you  something 
about  the  merits  of  the  exchange  student  system. 

As  I  have  been  an  exchange  student  myself  I  hope  I  have 
fully  recognized  the  duties  of  those  who  are  sent  out  to  a  foreign 
country  as  a  messenger  of  the  exchange  student  system.  The  first 
task  of  every  exchange  student  is  to  adopt  himself  to  foreign 
customs  and  manners.  He  must  further  realize  that  only  by 
entering  into  the  spirit  of  his  new  environment  he  will  learn  and 
fully  understand  the  mentality  of  the  foreign  people,  and  by  that 
he  will  meet  the  requirements  that  are  fundamental  to  the  ex¬ 
change  system.  The  prerequisite  for  this  understanding  is  to 
eliminate  all  prejudice  and  not  to  be  critical  of  anything  that  is 
strange  and  unusual  to  him.  But  if  he  learns  and  approves  of 
what  might  formerly  have  been  misunderstood  and  misinterpreted 
he  must  feel  obligated  to  pass  it  on  to  others.  It  will  always  be 
helpful  to  do  as  much  travelling  as  possible,  visit  schools,  social 
institutions,  factories,  and  talk  to  people  in  all  walks  of  life,  in 
order  to  get  a  clear  idea  of  the  peculiarities  of  that  particular 
country.  All  exchange  students  of  one  country  ought  to  co¬ 
operate  to  the  utmost  in  collecting  material  in  this  way  on  differ¬ 
ent  topics,  whether  political,  economical  or  of  any  other  interest. 
I  think,  for  instance,  that  the  experiences  we  have  made  in  this 
direction  might  be  effectively  worked  out.  Since  1931  a  monthly 
paper  is  issued  to  which  every  German  exchange  student  is  asked 
to  contribute  the  impressions  and  observations  he  has  made.  This 
paper  is  circulated  to  all  German  exchange  students  in  America 
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and  Canada.  The  information  thus  collected  is  also  very  useful 
to  all  at  home  who  are  just  as  anxious  to  have  a  definite  answer 
to  questions  which  have  heretofore  been  rather  vaguely  explained. 
Having  this  material  made  available  to  others  is  one  of  the  aims 
of  the  exchange  student  system. 

I  am  sure  I  need  not  emphasize  that  every  exchange  student 
must  not  impose  upon  the  hospitality  of  the  country,  but  ought  to 
remember  that  he  is  enjoying  the  great  privilege  of  being  a  guest 
of  the  foreign  country  where  he  spends  a  most  important  year  of 
his  life. 

Another  characteristic  of  a  true  exchange  student  is  to  be 
loyal  to  his  country  but  not  arrogant.  The  exchange  system  de¬ 
mands  of  every  one  of  its  students  to  consider  himself  a  represen¬ 
tative  of  his  country;  for  it  is  by  his  bearing  and  attitude  that  the 
whole  nation  will  be  judged.  At  the  same  time  he  is  to  create 
understanding  for  the  political,  economical,  and  cultural  aspects 
of  his  native  country  by  discussing  all  subjects  brought  up  to 
him  frankly  and  without  losing  self-control.  It  is  only  in  this 
way  that  the  exchange  student  can  make  friends  among  his  fellow 
students  of  the  foreign  college.  And  here  we  reach  the  funda¬ 
mental  task  of  the  exchange  system.  Every  exchange  student 
is  to  feel  an  instrument  of  the  great  machine  which  is  working 
towards  friendly  relations  between  the  nations  and  mutual  under¬ 
standing.  Unless  he  realizes  this  fact  the  exchange  student  will 
not  be  able  either  to  give  from  his  native  country  or  to  receive 
from  the  foreign  country.  It  is  especially  important  from  the 
point  of  view*  of  the  German  exchange  students  who  will  be  sent 
out  to  foreign  universities  during  the  next  few  years.  For  they 
will  have  the  opportunity  to  spread  the  truth  about  the  national- 
socialistic  evolution  and  the  advantages  of  the  change  it  has 
brought  about  with  respect  to  political,  economical,  and  cultural 
life  in  Germanv. 

The  watchword  of  every  exchange  student  must  be  now  and 
for  ever :  serve  your  country  first  and  then  your  own  purpose ! 
He  must  always  be  aware,  first  of  all,  that  he  has  the  great  honour 
of  representing  his  country,  and  only  secondly  he  is  to  take  up 
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the  advantages  given  to  him  at  the  foreign  university  to  broaden 
his  education  and  to  continue  his  studies. 

All  in  all,  I  believe  that  an  exchange  student  might  be  one 
of  the  happiest  persons.  For  he  is  confronted  with  great  tasks  to 
be  fulfilled  in  the  near  future,  he  is  also  enjoying  a  most  “thrilling” 
present,  (this  is  the  hardest  word  to  pronounce  for  an  exchange 
student)  and  he  will  always  keep  loads  of  good  memories;  and 
this  all  belongs,  in  my  opinion,  to  human  happiness.

HE  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Queen’s  University  Alumnae 


X  Association  was  held  on  Saturday,  28th  October,  in  the 
Common  Room  of  Ban  Rigli  Hall.  Mrs.  Young  presided  and  called 
for  the  minutes  of  the  last  Annual  Meeting.  It  was  moved  by 
Miss  Birch  and  seconded  by  Miss  Macdonnell  that  the  minutes  be 
taken  as  read. 

It  was  moved  by  Miss  Birch,  seconded  by  Miss  Macdonnell  that 
the  Secretary’s  report,  which  had  been  mimeographed  and  distribut¬ 
ed,  be  taken  as  read,  with  the  addition  of  the  following  recommen¬ 
dation  from1  the  Executive  Committee,  which  was  moved  by  Miss 
Dunlop,  seconded  by  Miss  Rogers  and  carried:  Moved  that  the 
President  of  the  Association,  with  Mrs.  Young,  Mrs.  Sweezey  and 
Miss  May  Chown,  be  a  Committee  to  meet  with  a  Committee  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  to  confer  on  the  question  of  residence  administra¬ 
tion. 

Secretary’s  Report 

The  Queen’s  University  Alumnae  Association  has  five  organized 
branches  in  Ottawa,  Toronto,  Montreal,  Vancouver  and  Kingston. 

The  organization  is  varied  to  suit  local  conditions;  in  Ottawa, 
while  the  branch  meets  with  the  Alumni  at  regular  meetings,  it  plans, 
through  its  own  Executive,  money  making  and  other  schemes. 

The  feature  of  the  Montreal  branch  is  the  Study  Group  whose 
topics  are  of  a  high  order. 

The  social  service  activities  of  Toronto  have  brought  great 
happiness  into  the  lives  of  many  children.  Monthly  meetings  with 
speakers  of  note  are  held. 

Kingston  has  monthly  meetings  from  October  to  May,  Queen’s 
professors  being  popular  speakers.  Each  year  a  contribution  is  made 
toward  the  salary  of  a  social  service  worker  for  the  city.  At  spring 
Convocation  charge  of  the  Tea  is  undertaken  by  this  branch. 

Among  the  unorganized  groups,  one  in  Hamilton  works  for  the 
Scholarship  and  is  active  in  welfare  work.  Interest  in  New  York 
is  maintained  mainly  by  the  wife  of  a  former  Queen’s  professor. 
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We  have  maintained  affiliation  with  the  National  Council  of 
Women  and  the  Canadian  Federation  of  University  Women.  Each 
year  a  report  is  sent  to  these  organizations  and  representatives 
attend  Executive  and  Annual  Meetings.  In  May  Mrs.  Robbins,  Miss 
Alford  and  Miss  Whitton  were  delegated  to  represent  the  Alumnae 
at  the  National  Council  of  Women’s  Annual  Meeting  in  Calgary. 

Ban  Righ  Hall  is  to  be  the  permanent  address  to  appear  in 
The  Chronicle  of  the  Canadian  Federation  of  University  Women. 

Reports  of  the  year’s  work  were  sent  to  the  Principal  and  the 
Registrar  of  the  Council. 

Contributions  to  the  Federation  Scholarship  were  made  and 
co-operation  with  the  Employment  Bureau  maintained.  An  Alumna 
is  also  the  Convener  of  the  Committee  on  Education.  Allocation  for 
Federation  fees  and  scholarship  is  on  the  basis  of  $10  for  Montreal 
and  the  remainder  equally  divided  among  Ottawa,  Kingston  and 
Toronto. 

The  course  of  vocational  lectures  arranged  by  Miss  Laird  for 
the  women  of  the  final  year  has  been  supported  by  a  contribution 
toward  expenses. 

Our  major  project,  The  Marty  Memorial  Foundation,  to  provide 
a  scholarship  of  $1250  a  year  for  post-graduate  study  for  Queen’s 
women,  is  slowly  growing.  The  Easter  report  showed  something  over 
$17,000  on  hand.  The  Association  is  fortunate  in  having  an  out¬ 
standing  and  conservative  business  woman  as  Investment  Treasurer. 
All  securities  are  the  very  best  and  the  income  from  them  sure. 

The  Convener  of  the  Scholarship  Committee,  finding  that  all 
avenues  of  approach  to  further  donations  followed  by  last  year’s 
Committee  led  to  no  marked  success,  decided  to  turn  to  the  “Clock 
Scheme’’,  hoping  thereby  to  secure  the  sum  in  small  amounts.  The 
four  main  branches  undertook  to  raise  more  than  half  the  sum. 

Ban  Righ  Hall  operates  under  the  Ban  Righ  Administration 
Board  to  which  the  Association  nominates  six  members. 

Every  attention  is  given  to  the  administration  and  up-keep  of 
the  buildings  and  by  careful  planning  and  economy  a  small  surplus 
is  added  each  year.  Last  report  gives  about  $40,000  surplus.  In 
connection  with  the  Residence  Reserve  Fund  a  letter  was  sent 
to  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  this  effect:  that  although  will¬ 
ingly  agreeing  that  interest  should  be  paid  on  Residence  Reserve 
Fund  at  the  same  rate  as  paid  on  other  trust  funds,  yet  the  Alumnae 
Association  cannot  accept  the  contention  of  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  that  hitherto  interest  has  been 
paid  as  an  act  of  grace  and  not  right. 

At  the  spring  Executive  Meeting  the  Membership  Convener  was 
authorized  to  send  out  the  remaining  copies  of  the  campaign  letter 
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to  individual  members  and  to  the  branches.  She  was  also  authoriz¬ 
ed  to  put  an  advertisement  in  The  News,  and  at  the  pre-annual 
executive  meeting  brought  in  a  recommendation  as  to  the  future  policy 
of  the  committee  and  The  Alumnae  News  distribution  which  will 
appear  in  her  report. 

There  were  just  two  Executive  Meetings  during  the  year. 

After  the  Annual  Dinner  in  Ban  Righ  a  letter  of  appreciation 
was  sent  to  Mrs.  Leadbeater,  House  Manager. 

During  the  year  outstanding  Alumnae  have  passed  away  and 
to  their  families  we  have  expressed  sympathy. 

Miss  King’s  death  came  very  near  to  us  and  we  shall  miss 
her  kindly  and  sympathetic  aid.  Flowers  were  sent  from  the 
Association. 

All  letters  have  been  answered  and  six  hundred  and  fifty-three 
members  of  the  Association  sent  notices  of  the  Annual  Meeting. 

To  Mrs.  Young,  retiring  from,  the  presidency,  I  wish  to  express 
appreciation  of  her  untiring  zeal  and  patience.  The  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  cannot  do  less  than  ask  for  the  loyalty  of  the  members  in 
all  undertakings  of  the  new  President  and  her  Executive  Committee.

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Employment  of  Women  Students 

As  Convener  of  the  Employment  Committee,  I  have  attended 
the  meetings  held  at  the  University  Women’s  Club  in  Toronto  by 
the  Vocations  Committee  of  the  Canadian  Federation  of  University 
Women.  This  Committee  has  a  personnel  officer,  Miss  Jeanette 
Johnston,  of  20  Edgar  Avenue,  Toronto,  at  whose  home  the  files 
and  records  of  the  Committee  are  kept.  We  have  on  hand  now 
monographs  written  by  several  Canadian  women,  outstanding  in  busi¬ 
ness  and  professional  life,  telling  what  characteristics  are  needed  in 
their  particular  lines,  of  what  the  work  consists,  and  in  some  cases 
salaries  and  opportunities  for  advancement.  These  are  being  mimeo¬ 
graphed  for  the  use  of  applicants.  Miss  Johnston  will  be  glad  to 
interview  Queen’s  women  at  any  time  and  the  Committee  to  advise 
registrants  of  any  possible  openings.  Needless  to  say,  the  open¬ 
ings  have  been  few,  but  contacts  have  been  kept  up  in  the  hope 
of  paving  a  way  for  better  times  to  come.

The  Alumnae  News 

I  have  to  report  that  the  1933  edition  of  The  Alumnae  News 
is  now  well  under  way.  Its  size  and  make-up  will  be  gov¬ 
erned  by  the  funds  available,  and  it  now  appears  that  they  will  not 
be  sufficient  to  produce  a  volume  equal  to  last  year’s,  which  cost 
in  the  neighbourhood  of  $225.  Advertising  revenue  has  again  fallen 
off  rather  sharply  and  I  am  advised  that  it  will  probably  not  exceed 
$90,  which,  with  the  total  balance  on  hand  reported  by  the  Treas¬ 
urer,  would  mean  a  total  of  only  $210.  I  do  not  feel  that  unde^ 
these  circumstances  we  are  justified  in  spending  more  than,  say, 
$165  on  The  News.  This  means  a  volume  not  exceeding  110  pages, 
or  38  pages  less  than  the  1932  edition.  Last  year’s  issue  was  divided 
approximately  as  follows: 


Contributed  articles  .  35  pages 

Annual  Meeting  and  other  official  matter....  20 

Messages  of  the  Four  Winds  and  Births, 

Marriages  and  Deaths  .  25 

Directory  .  64 

Advertising  .  8

It  is  difficult  at  this  time  to  estimate  what  proportions  each  of 
these  sections  will  reach,  but  I  have  not  pushed  the  solicitation  of 
contributed  articles  as  I  was  aware  from  the  beginning  that  the 
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size  of  this  year’s  News  would  be  contingent  upon  our  success  in 
obtaining  advertising,  which  was  not  likely  to  show  any  increase, 
and  I  hesitated  to  ask  for  material  which  I  might  later  find  it 
necessary  to  reject.  I  think,  however,  that  we  may  assume  that  this 
section  will  not  be  quite  as  large  as  in  1932.  The  length  of  the 
report  of  the  Annual  Meeting  is  not  controllable,  but  will  probably 
approximate  that  of  a  year  ago.  I  should  be  very  reluctant  to 
shorten  the  Four  Winds  section  since  I  feel  that  it  has  greater  inter¬ 
est  for  our  readers  than  any  other  feature.  Advertising  has  un¬ 
fortunately  practically  reached  the  irreducible  minimum  already. 
There  remains,  then,  only  the  Directory,  which  naturally  increases 
about  2  pages  each  year,  and  constitutes  nearly  half  The  News.  It 
offers  practically  the  only  field  for  cutting.  If  the  new  graduates 
and  changes  of  address  only  were  listed  this  section  mjight  be  re¬ 
duced  to  a  possible  maximum  of  10  pages,  and  would  mean  a  saving 
at  the  rate  of  $1.50  a  page  of  over  $80.  I  understand  that  there 
is  still  a  fairly  substantial  supply  of  the  1932  edition  on  hand  and, 
in  order  to  ensure  a  complete  directory,  these  could  either  be  issued  to 
new  members  along  with  this  year’s  edition  or  be  sold  to  them  at 
a  nominal  charge,  say  10  cents  a  copy,  to  cover  postage,  etc.  It 
might  be  possible  to  publish  the  complete  Directory  every  other 
year. 

A  News  on  the  foregoing  lines  would  cost  only  about  $125,  and  I 
should  then  feel  free  to  purchase  one  or  two  cuts  of  photographs 
which  I  think  it  is  very  desirable  to  include.  These  cuts  would 
probably  cost  $10  to  $12. 

It  would  be  of  great  assistance  if  the  Executive  could  fix  a 
maximum  sum  to  be  expended  on  The  News  this  year,  and  we  could 
then  proceed  to  cut  our  garment  to  fit  our  cloth. 

The  above  report  and  suggestions  are  respectfully  submitted.

Membership 

Mrs.  C.  H.  Lewis  as  Convener  of  the  Committee  reported  on 
the  campaign  for  members  and  the  distribution  of  The  Alumnae: 
News. 

The  News  was  distributed  to  paid-up  members  for  1932-33,  and 
to  facilitate  its  distribution  bundles  thereof  were  sent  to  the  branch 
centres.  In  addition  a  circular  letter  was  printed  and  mailed  to 
the  Alumnae  not  connected  with  branch  centres.  The  returns  from 
this  circularization  of  the  Alumnae  were  very  disappointing  and  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Convener  did  not  warrant  the  expense  and  labor 
involved,  the  membership  actually  falling  from  188  recorded  a  year 
ago  to  175.  Consequent  upon  a  discussion  at  the  spring  Executive 
Meeting,  it  was  suggested  that  brief  typed  notices  be  sent  to  each 
memjber  of  the  Alumnae  following  the  Annual  Meeting,  and  that 
immediately  following  the  publication  of  The  News  it  be  sent  to 
all  members  with  an  enclosed  reminder  that  fees  were  due.  It  was 
hoped  that  a  reduction  in  the  postage  rate,  which  would  mean  a 
considerable  saving  in  the  cost  of  distribution,  would  be  obtained 
before  the  1933  edition  of  The  News  was  issued. 
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Arising  out  of  suggestions  in  this  report,  the  Executive  had 
sent  on  a  recommendation  that  The  Alumnae  News  be  sent  to  all 
Alumnae  whose  fees  are  paid  for  the  year  just  ending  and  that  a 
circular  letter  reminding  that  fees  are  due  be  included.  Mrs.  Lewis 
moved,  seconded  by  Miss  Stock,  that  the  Membership  report,  in¬ 
cluding  this  motion,  be  received  and  adopted.  Carried. 

The  Secretary  read  the  following  recommendation  from  the 
Montreal  Branch:  That  the  Kingston  branch  consider  the  advis¬ 
ability  of  having  one  of  their  number  address  annually  the  women 
of  the  final  year,  explaining  the  accomplishments  and  aims  of  the 
Alumnae  Association  and  suggesting  the  appointment  of  an  Alumnae 
Secretary  for  that  year  before  the  members  separate.  It  was  moved 
by  Mrs.  Chown,  seconded  by  Miss  Dunlop,  that  the  Executive  en¬ 
dorse  this  recommendation  and  that  a  copy  be  sent  to  the  Kingston 
branch.  Carried. 

It  was  moved  by  Miss  Whitton,  seconded  by  Miss  Mowat,  that 
a  grant  of  $25  be  given  Miss  Laird  for  a  lecture  course  on  vocations. 
Carried. 

On  a  suggestion  of  Miss  Macdonnell  the  question  of  the  date 
of  the  Annual  Meeting  was  held  over  to  be  discussed  after  the 
Dinner. 

It  was  moved  by  Miss  Mowat,  seconded  by  Miss  Wingard,  that 
consideration  of  Branch  Reports  be  left  until  after  the  Dinner. 
Carried. 

It  was  moved  by  Miss  Gordon,  seconded  by  Miss  Whitton  that 
the  question  of  printing  reports  in  full  in  The  News,  proof  sheets 
to  be  presented  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  be  considered  by  the  Exj 
ecutive.  Carried. 

Co-Operation  with  the  Alumni  Association 

Mrs.  George  Ross,  Convener  of  the  Committee,  reported  that 
some  progress  was  being  made. 

Report  of  the  Dean  of  Women 

A  year  ago  I  had  to  report  a  serious  drop  in  the  registration 
of  women  students.  It  seemed  as  if  the  economic  depression  would 
force  many  women  to  confine  their  activities  to  the  home  and  de¬ 
prive  them  of  any  opportunity  to  enter  a  so-called  wider  sphere. 
This  autumn  the  outlook  is  not  so  dark.  There  is  again  a  decrease 
in  registration  but  only  a  slight  one.  The  figures  for  the  last 
three  years  are  as  follows: 

1931-32  1932-33  1933-34 

Summer  (1931)  186  (1932)  152  (1933)  133 

Winter  393  347  344 
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The  figures  for  Summer  School  include  only  students  attending 
Arts  courses  in  Kingston  and  not  students  taking  physical  training 
or  Upper  School  courses  offered  by  the  Department  of  Education 
or  students  studying  at  the  Archives  in  Ottawa. 

Last  winter  three  students  entered  the  university  in  January. 
Should  that  occur  again  this  year  our  numbers  will  be  equal  to 
those  of  the  previous  session. 

During  the  summer  of  1932  the  Department  of  Education  did 
not  offer  any  courses  at  Queen’s  and  as  a  result  Gordon  House  re¬ 
mained  closed  all  summer  and  there  were  only  a  few  rooms  occupied 
in  Macdonnell  House.  Last  summer  there  was  a  large  registration 
for  departmental  courses  and  in  consequence  all  four  residences  were 
filled.  The  physical  training  and  Upper  School  students  are  always 
particularly  anxious  to  live  in  Ban  Righ  Hall  or  one  of  its  annexes 
in  order,  they  tell  me,  to  get  the  “university  atmosphere”.  For 
our  part  we  are  delighted  to  have  them,  not  only  for  the  sake  of 
our  bank  account  but  because  they  are  fine  types  and  it  is  often 
possible  to  interest  them,  in  beginning  extra-mural  work  with  a 
view  to  ultimately  returning  and  taking  a  degree. 

This  winter  we  have  four  full  residences  and  a  full  dining¬ 
room.  Unfortunately  three  first  year  students  who  registered  late 
and  without  previous  notice  of  their  intention  to  do  so  could  not 
be  accommodated  and  are  in  lodging-houses.  Moreover,  we  should 
not  have  been  able  to  take  in  a  French  exchange  student,  who  ar¬ 
rived  at  short  notice  after  the  term  had  already  started,  had  not 
our  House  President,  Miss  Ruby  Cordy,  generously  offered  to  share 
her  room  with  the  newcomer. 

The  lodging-houses  have  suffered  far  more  from  the  decrease 
in  registration  than  has  the  residence.  In  1930-31  there  were  seventy 
lodging-houses  on  our  list,  to-day  there  are  only  forty-six.  The 
smaller  number  of  women  students  in  attendance  at  the  University 
is,  however,  only  one  reason  for  this  drop.  It  has  been  due  also 
to  the  increase  in  residence  accommodation  through  the  purchase 
of  Gordon  House  in  1931  and  to  the  increase  in  the  size  of  the 
average  lodging-house.  Since  1931,  when  the  new  system  of  super¬ 
vision  of  lodging-houses  was  introduced,  the  renting  of  roomis  to 
women  students  has  been  on  a  more  business-like  basis  than  before. 
Some  of  our  houses  accommodate  as  many  as  twelve  students; 
there  are  comparatively  few  private  homes  where  one  roomer  is 
taken  “for  company”. 

In  March  1931  regulations  were  passed  by  the  Senate  requir¬ 
ing  all  first  year  students  under  twenty-five  years  of  age  and  not 
having  homes  in  Kingston  to  live  in  residence  and  requiring  all 
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other  out-of-town  students  to  live  in  supervised  lodging-houses. 
This  policy  was  to  be  tried  for  an  experimental  period  of  three 
years.  At  the  close  of  the  second  year  I  can  report  it  to  have 
been  an  unqualified  success. 

There  has  been  only  one  change  in  the  residence  staff  this  year. 
Miss  Violet  Kilpatrick,  who  acted  as  Warden  of  Macdonnell  House 
last  winter,  graduated  in  the  spring  and  has  now  returned  to  her 
post  as  teacher  in  Toronto.  She  has  been  succeeded  in  Macdonnell 
by  Miss  Margaret  Chambers,  a  final  year  student.  Miss 
Chambers  has  lived  in  residence  during  all  four  years  of  her  com¬ 
bined  course  in  Arts  and  Commerce  and  is  well  qualified  for  her 
present  post. 

The  permission  granted  me  in  the  spring  of  1932  to  live  at 
home  during  the  ensuing  year  has  been  renewed  for  another  twelve 
months.  For  this  I  am  extremely  grateful.  To  live  in  a  residence 
means  being  on  twenty-four-hour  duty  and  is  incompatible  with 
academic  work. 

Last  May  the  Royal  Society  of  Canada  met  at  Queen’s.  At 
the  request  of  the  University  we  kept  the  residence  open  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  members.  Our  four  houses  were  filled  to 
capacity  and  there  were  a  goodly  number  of  additional  guests  for 
meals.  To  have  men  in  our  halls  was  a  novelty.  They  apparently 
missed  the  luxuries  of  the  Chateau  Laurier  less  than  we  feared  they 
might  and  quite  enjoyed  dormitory  life.  It  was  pleasant  to  feel 
good  impressions  of  our  residence  going  out  to  all  parts  of  Canada 
and  satisfactory  to  gather  a  little  additional  money  into  our 
treasury. 

To  fill  in  the  interval  between  Convocation  on  May  10th  and 
the  coming  of  the  Royal  Society  on  May  17th  the  Ban  Righ  Hall 
Board  accepted  the  proposal  of  the  Ontario  Women’s  Liberal 
Association  to  hold  its  Annual  Meeting  at  the  residence  from  May 
1 1  th-1 3th.  This  did  not  imply  renunciation  of  our  political  non- 
partisanship  but  was  a  purely  financial  and  a  profitable  financial 
arrangement. 

Ban  Righ  Hall  is  reaching  a  stage  at  which  things  have  to  be 
repaired  or  replaced.  Last  spring  it  was  necessary  to  paint  the  walls 
of  all  the  bedrooms  and  to  secure  new  supplies  of  linen.  These 
expenses  and  such  additional  items  as  increased  fire  protection  in 
the  main  building,  a  piano  for  Gordon  House,  and  a  new  office  for 
me  considerably  reduced  this  year’s  profit.  Still  it  was  of  a  gratify¬ 
ing  size  and  we  are  happy  to  see  the  Ban  Righ  Hall  reserve  fund 
approaching  the  $50,000  m)ark.  This  year  the  rates  for  room  and 
board  have  been  reduced,  so  we  cannot  expect  to  have  the  audit 
report  for  1933-34  show  as  large  a  surplus  as  usual. 
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Since  the  Alumnae  Association  generously  gives  me  twenty- 
five  dollars  each  year  as  a  contribution  towards  the  expenses  of 
lecturers  who  speak  to  the  students  on  dififerent  professions,  I  like 
to  include  a  list  of  these  addresses  in  my  annual  report.  Those 
given  last  winter  were  as  follows:  “Law  as  a  Profession”,  by  Miss 
Vera  Parsons  of  the  legal  firm  Horkins,  Graham  and  Parsons,  Tor¬ 
onto;  “Personality  in  Publicity”,  by  Miss  Mabel  Williams,  form¬ 
erly  of  the  National  Parks  Branch  of  the  Department  of  the  Interior, 
Ottawa;  “Dietetics  as  a  Profession”,  by  Mrs.  W.  A.  Campbell, 
formerly  dietitian  of  the  Rockwood  Hospital,  Portsmouth;  “Re¬ 
search  as  a  Profession”,  by  Dr.  Bessie  Chant  Robertson,  Toronto; 
“Social  Work  as  a  Vocation”,  by  Miss  Dorothy  King,  Supervisor 
of  Case  Work,  the  Family  Welfare  Association,  Montreal. 

As  Dean  of  Women  it  is  my  lot  to  be  indebted  to  a  large  number 
of  people  for  helping  me  in  a  great  many  dififerent  ways  with  a 
great  many  different  problems.  It  is  not  possible  for  me  to  thank 
them  all  here  but  there  are  three  debts  which  I  should  especially 
like  to  acknowledge.  The  first  is  to  the  Ban  Righ  Hall  Adminis¬ 
tration  Committee  for  the  advice,  support  and  encouragement  ever 
so  readily  given  me.  The  second  is  to  the  Alumnae  Association  for 
its  co-operation  during  the  past  eight  years.  Without  your  associa¬ 
tion  there  would  have  been  no  Ban  Righ  Hall  to  administer  and 
without  your  persevering  interest  and  ever-ready  help  the  many 
administrative  problems  could  scarcely  have  been  so  satisfactorily 
solved.  The  women  students  of  to-day  are  one  and  all  under  a 
great  obligation  to  you.  My  third  important  debt  is  to  my  assistant, 
Miss  Janet  Allan.  For  two  years  as  Warden  of  Goodwin  House 
and  for  two  further  years  as  Head  of  Ban  Righ  Hall  and  Assistant 
to  the  Dean  of  Women  she  has  given  unstintingly  of  her  time  and 
strength.  During  all  the  years  of  my  professional  life  I  have  never 
had  an  assistant  more  unselfishly  devoted  to  her  work  or  more 
competent  to  handle  it. 

Hilda  C.  Laird 

On  motion  of  Miss  Laird,  seconded  by  Miss  Macdonnell,  this 
report  was  adopted. 

Miss  Gordon  took  strong  exception  to  that  part  of  Miss  Laird’s 
report  which  dealt  with  outside  organizations  having  the  use  of 
Ban  Righ  Hall  during  vacation  time.  As  there  was  no  seconder  to 
Miss  Gordon’s  motion,  she  asked  that  her  protest  against  the  Resi¬ 
dence  being  used  for  any  political  or  partisan  gathering  be  recorded. 

New  Business 

Miss  Laird  told  the  meeting  that  the  formation  of  sororities 
and  fraternities  was  becoming  a  very  live  question  at  Queen’s,  and 
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however  valuable  these  might  be  in  other  places,  the  opinion  seemed 
well  founded  that  in  a  University  like  Queen’s,  which  prided  itself 
on  its  democracy,  such  societies  would  not  be  desirable.  Miss  Laird 
felt  some  assurance  should  be  given  the  women  students  that  a 
Union  might  soon  be  an  accomplished  fact. 

It  was  moved  by  Miss  Whitton,  seconded  by  Miss  Mowat,  that 
further  discussion  be  adjourned  until  evening,  it  being  understood 
that  as  a  Trustee  Miss  Whitton  might  discuss  the  matter  at  the 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Carried. 

Communications 

It  was  moved  by  Miss  Mowat,  seconded  by  Miss  Birch,  that  a 
letter  received  from  the  National  Council  of  Women  be  laid  on  the 
table.  Carried. 

Mrs.  Robbins,  Miss  Alford  and  Miss  Whitton  represented  the 
Association  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  National  Council  of  Women 
in  Calgary  in  June. 

Mrs.  Young  reported  that  she  and  Miss  Wilson  attended  the 
Executive  Meeting  of  the  Canadian  Federation  of  University  Women. 
A  Federation  representative  was  asked  for  but  as  Ban  Righ  Hall 
had  been  given  as  a  permanent  address,  it  was  felt  that  this  was 
not  necessary. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  send  the  sympathy  of  the 
Association  to  Miss  Rayside  and  Mrs.  D.  C.  Jones,  who  were  bereaved 
of  their  sisters,  and  to  Mrs.  Neil  Macpherson,  whose  husband  died 
in  Springfield. 

Nominations 

This  report  was  read  by  the  Convener,  Miss  May  Macdonnell. 

Mrs.  Douglas  Chown,  Kingston,  was  unanimously  elected  Presi¬ 
dent  for  1933-34,  no  other  nominations  for  President  being  present¬ 
ed.  The  rest  of  the  slate  was  read  and  adopted.  The  Secretary 
was  instructed  to  prepare  and  cast  a  ballot. 

On  motion  the  meeting  adjourned  until  evening,  the  members 
attending  Convocation. 

The  business  meeting  after  the  Dinner  in  Ban  Righ  Hall  opened 
with  the  discussion  regarding  sororities  at  Queen’s. 

Miss  Laird  stated  that,  particularly  among  the  girls  whose  homes 
were  in  Kingston,  a  need  was  felt  for  club  rooms  and  such  facilities 
as  the  Union  provided  for  the  men,  and  .they  thought  that  k  sorority 
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would  fill  this  need.  It  seemed  that  if  some  hope  could  be  held 
out  to  the  girls  that  such  facilities  would  be  provided  in  Ban  Righ 
Hall  when  funds  permitted  it  might  obviate  the  apparent  need  of 
sororities  at  the  present  time.  It  was  also  brought  out  in  discussion 
that  Ban  Righ  does  not  provide  the  facilities  which  were  originally 
intended,  due  to  lack  of  funds. 

It  was  moved  by  Miss  Macdonnell,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Lewis, 
that  the  President  be  asked  to  meet  the  Levana  Society  and  set 
before  them  the  hopes  of  the  Alumnae  for  the  future  expansion 
of  Ban  Righ  Hall,  and  urge  them,  before  taking  such  a  definite 
step,  to  consider  all  its  future  possibilities.  Carried. 

It  was  moved  by  Miss  Hall,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Lawson,  that  the 
reports  of  the  branches  be  taken  as  read.  Carried. 

Reports  of  Branches 

Kingston — President,  Miss  Mary  Rowland 

There  were  seven  regular  monthly  meetings  and  five  special 
executive  meetings  held  during  the  year.  The  President,  Miss  Mary 
Rowland,  presided  at  all  of  these.  Throughout  the  year  the  at¬ 
tendance  was  good  with  rather  a  marked  increase  from  January  to 
March. 

Under  the  able  convenership  of  Mrs.  Lewis  and  Miss  Royce 
most  interesting  and  enjoyable  programmes  were  provided.  In 
October  a  musical  programme  was  given  by  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Gummer 
and  Miss  Phyllis  Gummer.  In  November  Miss  Rowland  entertain¬ 
ed  us  with  a  most  delightful  account  of  her  motor  trip  to  Los 
Angeles,  the  previous  summer.  Professor  Krotkov  spoke  in  De¬ 
cember  of  his  escape  from  Russia  and  his  impressions  of  Canada. 
In  January  Professor  Humphrey  was  the  speaker,  his  subject  being 
“Conscience  and  the  New  Psychology”,  and  in  February  Mes. 
Krotkov’s  illustrated  lecture  on  Astronomy  was  most  interesting.  In 
March,  at  the  close  of  the  business  portion  of  the  meeting,  we 
adjourned  to  the  Annual  Meeting,  when  the  following  reports  were 
read  and  adopted:  the  Secretary’s  report  read  by  Miss  Ireland;  the 
Treasurer’s  report  read  by  Mrs.  Lewis  in  the  absence  of  Mrs. 
Boucher;  the  report  of  the  Programme  Committee  read  by  Miss 
Royce  and  the  report  of  the  Nominating  Committee  read  by  Mrs. 
Hawley. 

At  the  close  of  the  Annual  Meeting,  Dr.  Henel  spoke  to  us  on 
“Modern  Germany’’  and  this  programme  proved  to  be  one  of  the 
most  interesting  of  the  year. 

After  each  meeting  delicious  refreshments  were  served  under 
the  capable  management  of  Miss  Janet  Allan, 
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To  the  Scholarship  Fund  in  December  we  contributed  $150. 
Since  that  time,  by  means  of  the  “Clock  Scheme”  the  sum  of  $171.30 
was  realized.  It  might  be  added  here  that,  at  the  October  1933 
meeting,  $75  of  the  balance  on  hand  was  voted  to  the  “Clock 
Scheme”,  which  really  brings  the  total  contribution  to  the  Scholar¬ 
ship  Fund  up  to  $396.30. 

It  was  decided  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  to  devote  some  time 
to  sewing  for  the  unemployed.  Under  the  direction  of  the  pro¬ 
gramme  conveners  and  their  committees,  about  40  pairs  of  bloomers 
were  made  and  turned  over  to  the  Red  Cross,  together  with  $7.13.

14th  March  a  tea  for  the  graduating  class  was  given  in  Ban  Righ 
Hall,  at  which  Mrs.  Young  was  present  and  received  the  guests 
with  Miss  Laird  and  Miss  Rowland.  Mrs.  H.  E.  Day  was  in  charge 
of  the  function  and  it  was  declared  by  all  to  have  been  a  great 
success.  The  Annual  Dinner  was  held  on  3rd  May,  under  the  con- 
venership  of  Miss  Pense  and  Miss  Bishop.  Professor  Campbell  was 
the  speaker,  and  with  his  subject,  “Reminiscences  of  Queen’s”  de¬ 
lighted  all. 

The  Convocation  Tea  on  10th  March  was  under  the  capable 
management  of  Mrs.  Duff  and  Miss  Farrell,  assisted  by  Miss  Annella 
Minnes,  and  was  a  most  enjoyable  affair.  The  proceeds  of  the  tea 
were  $74.69. 

It  was  with  keen  regret  that  the  members  of  the  Society  learned 
of  the  resignation  of  the  President,  Miss  Rowland,  who  is  spending 
the  year  in  Toronto.  The  office  has  not  yet  been  filled.

Annual  Meeting 

of  the 

Canadian  Federation  of  University  Women 

DELEGATES  from  thirteen  different  Clubs,  officers  and 
several  visitors  gathered  in  the  Faculty  Reading  Room 
of  the  University  of  Western  Ontario,  London,  for  the 
Annual  Executive  Meeting  of  the  Federation  of  University 
Women  on  Saturday,  3rd  June,  1933. 

Mrs.  Douglas  Thom  pointed  out  in  her  address  that  the  aim 
of  the  Federation  was  to  assist  every  university  graduate  in 
Canada  to  continue  her  development,  to  extend  her  mental  and 
spiritual  grasp  by  working  with  her  Club,  to  stimulate  the  Clubs 
to  interest  their  members  in  intellectual,  civic,  and  national  prob¬ 
lems,  and  to  continue  this  expansion  of  our  interests  and  sym¬ 
pathies  by  our  international  contacts  and  affiliations.  Mrs. 
Thom’s  report  of  activities  for  the  past  year  showed  that  pro¬ 
gress  had  been  made  in  fulfilling  these  ideals.  Mrs.  Thom 
reported  the  formation  of  a  new  Club  at  Port  Arthur  and  Fort 
William,  and  the  possibility  of  the  University  Women’s  Club  of 
Montreal  joining  the  Federation.  This  would  bring  the  total 
number  of  Clubs  within  the  Federation  up  to  thirty. 

The  interim  report  of  the  Treasurer,  Miss  Helen  McEwan, 
showed  over  $600  in  the  general  fund  and  $2,050  in  the  Scholar¬ 
ship  Fund. 

The  Secretary,  Mrs.  Barnett,  urged  the  appointment  of  a 
Federation  representative  in  each  Club  who  would  form  a  link 
with  the  Federation.  Reports  from  the  Clubs  showed  that  uni¬ 
versity  women  were  interested  in  every  current  issue,  from  relief 
work  to  world  economics.  Their  activities  were  by  no  means 
limited  to  “high-brow”  entertainment.  Many  spoke  of  loan  funds 
and  scholarships.  In  reply  to  a  letter  sent  out  by  the  Convenor 
on  International  Relations,  whole-hearted  support  was  given  to 
the  principle  of  moral  disarmament.  Circles  or  groups  within 
the  Clubs  are  growing  in  favour  and  cover  a  large  range  of 
subjects. 
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The  report  of  the  Vocations  Committee  (of  which  Mrs.  R. 
E.  Dowsett  is  a  member)  was  given  by  Mrs.  Norman  McKenzie 
and  showed  some  of  the  work  done,  viz. : 

1.  A  summary  of  professional  courses  of  study  available  in 
Canada,  giving  entrance  requirements,  fees  charged,  length  of 
course,  degrees  obtained,  range  of  salaries  and  estimates  of 
opportunity  in  each  field.  Work  has  been  started  on  this,  but 
as  yet  there  is  nothing  available  in  finished  form  for  circulation. 

2.  A  series  of  monographs  to  be  written  by  women  out¬ 
standing  in  business  or  professional  life,  telling  what  character¬ 
istics  were  needed  in  their  particular  line,  what  the  work  consisted 
of,  salaries  paid,  and  opportunities  for  advancement.  Five  of 
these  monographs  have  been  written  and  are  available  on  the  fol¬ 
lowing  subjects:  Social  Service,  Advertising,  Dietetics,  News¬ 
paper  Work,  and  Insurance. 

Mrs.  Ralston  read  a  letter  from  Dr.  Geneva  Misener  report¬ 
ing  the  progress  of  the  Educational  Committee. 

Mrs.  R.  C.  Wallace  read  a  letter  from  the  Edmonton  Club, 
pointing  out  the  many  and  varied  attractions  of  Edmonton,  the 
place  of  the  Triennial  meeting  of  the  Federation  next  year.  They 
urge  all  who  can  to  plan  to  be  present  at  this  meeting. 

The  report  of  the  Scholarship  Committee  was  read  by  Mrs. 
Ralston.  Twenty-three  students  applied  for  the  1933  scholar¬ 
ship.  These  represented  nine  universities,  and  the  diversity  of 
subjects  was  very  great.  The  award  was  made  to  Miss  Constance 
MacFarlane,  M.A.,  Dalhousie.  She  proposes  to  continue  her 
studies  in  biology  at  the  Liverpool  biological  station  under  Dr. 
M.  Knight  of  the  L<niversity  of  Liverpool. 

Miss  Morrison,  representing  Dalhousie,  brought  to  the  at¬ 
tention  of  the  Executive  the  problem  of  associate  members  hold¬ 
ing  office  and  asked  for  a  ruling  on  this  matter.  After  much 
discussion  it  was  moved  by  Mrs.  Young,  seconded  by  Mrs. 
Wallace  that  “we  would  recommend  that  as  far  as  possible  mem¬ 
bership  be  restricted  to  graduates  of  recognized  universities,  that 
those  Clubs  who  include  associate  members  in  their  roll  may  con-

tinue  to  do  so,  but  that  these  members  should  not  be  included 
in  reports  to  the  Federation”.  Carried. 

The  question  of  membership  in  the  Pan-Pacific  Women’s 
Association  was  discussed.  It  was  moved  by  Miss  Newman  that 
we  join  the  Association,  paying  the  fee  of  $10,  and  that  Mrs. 
J.  W.  de  B.  Ferris  of  Vancouver  be  appointed  our  representative 
to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Association.  Carried. 

After  a  short  adjournment  for  tea  discussion  was  resumed 
on  the  status  of  the  University  Women’s  Club  of  Montreal. 
After  much  discussion  and  in  view  of  the  present  situation  in 
Montreal,  where  the  McGill  Alumnae  pays  fees  on  the  same 
basis  as  a  University  Women’s  Club,  Miss  Scott  moved,  seconded 
by  Miss  Newman,  “that  the  Executive  of  the  Canadian  Federa¬ 
tion  of  University  Women  express  their  gratitude  to  the  Univer¬ 
sity  Women’s  Club  of  Montreal  for  the  use  of  their  club  house 
as  an  international  centre,  that  they  admit  the  University 
Women’s  Club  of  Montreal  to  affiliation  for  the  year  1933-34  on 
the  same  basis  as  an  alumnae  association,  but  that  the  continua¬ 
tion  of  this  affiliation  shall  depend  upon  the  decision  of  the 
1934  Triennal  meeting  of  the  Federation,  and  that  we  also  sug-

gest  that  they  should  consider  some  reorganization  of  their  mem¬ 
bership,  so  that  they  can  in  the  near  future  become  regular 
members  of  the  Federation”.  Carried. 

The  delegates  were  entertained  at  a  charming  luncheon  in  the 
University  Refectory,  where  they  had  the  pleasure  of  a  short  but 
inspiring  address  by  Dr.  R.  C.  Wallace,  President  of  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Alberta.  In  the  evening  they  met  again  at  dinner,  the 
guests  of  the  University  Women’s  Club  of  London,  and  the 
Alumnae  of  the  University  of  Western  Ontario.  Mrs.  Thom  was 
the  speaker,  and  after  describing  the  work  of  some  of  the  Clubs 
she  had  visited  recently  she  urged  the  necessity  of  our  continued 
interest  in  matters  of  public  importance.

AT  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  National  Council  of  Women 
held  in  Calgary  in  May  the  Alumnae  Association  was 
represented  by  Mrs.  S.  G.  Robbins  (Honora  Dyde), 
Ethel  Alford  and  Charlotte  Whitton.  Notes  from  the  delegates 
reported  interesting  meetings,  and  lively  and  purposeful  discus¬ 
sion  on  the  many  practical  questions. 

These  included  Child  Welfare,  in  which  the  emphasis  is  to 
be  given  this  year  to  preventive  rather  than  curative  work — 
through  the  pre-school  child ;  Housing  and  Town  Planning,  cover¬ 
ing  work  done  in  the  beautifying  of  Municipalities,  the  combat¬ 
ting  of  unsanitary  living  conditions  and  the  inspection  of  room¬ 
ing  houses;  National  Resources  and  Industries,  with  education  on 
reforestation,  losses  and  dangers  through  fire,  and  possibilities  of 
increasing  the  number  of  National  Parks  and  Bird  Sanctuaries 
while  land  values  are  low. 

While  it  was  felt  that  many  reports  were  too  voluminous,  the 
delegates  realize  that  a  very  wide  range  of  activities  is  being  carried 
on  by  the  many  local  branches,  all  aiming  at  improvement  in 
health  and  living  conditions  and  the  welfare  of  women  and  chil¬ 
dren.  A  most  interesting  project  is  the  attempt  to  bring  about 
unification  of  educational  systems  throughout  the  Dominion,  so 
that  a  child  moved  from  one  part  of  Canada  to  another  might 
continue  its  school  work  without  loss  of  time.  Education  in  the 
broadest  sense  of  the  word  was  stressed  by  the  President,  and 
our  own  members  are  glad  to  be  doing  a  share  in  both  welfare  and 
scholarship  work.

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Constitution  of  the 

Queen’s  University  Alumnae  Association 

I.  Name 

The  Association  shall  be  called  “The  Queen’s  University  Alumnae  Associa¬ 
tion”. 

The  object  of  the  Association  shall  be: 

1.  To  serve  as  a  bond  of  union  among  the  Alumnae  of  the  University. 

2.  To  initiate  and  promote  any  scheme  for  the  special  benefit  of  the  women 
students. 

3.  To  promote  the  general  interests  of  the  University. 

II.  Membership 

Members  shall  be  known  as  Honorary,  Associate  and  Active. 

1.  Honorary  membership  may  be  conferred  on  such  persons  as  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Association  are  entitled  to  such  distinction.  They  shall  be  ex¬ 
empt  from  the  payment  of  dues,  but  shall  neither  vote  nor  hold  office. 

2.  Associate  members  shall  be  wives  of  the  professors  and  trustees  of  the 
University,  and  women  members  of  the  staff,  whose  names  appear  in  the 
Calendar,  and  Alumnae  of  two  years’  standing  joining  after  May,  1917.  They 
shall  have  the  right  to  vote  but  shall  not  be  eligible  for  office. 

3.  Active  members  shall  be  all  women  graduates  of  the  University 
and  all  Alumnae  of  two  years’  standing,  who  have  joined  previous  to 
May,  1917.  They  shall  have  all  the  privileges  of  the  Association. 

III.  Fees 

1.  Associate  and  Active  members  shall  pay  an  annual  fee  of  one 
dollar. 

2.  No  member  shall  have  the  right  to  vote  or  hold  office  whose 
fees  are  not  paid  up  to  date. 

IV.  Officers  and  Executive  Committee 

1.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  elected  annually  and  shall  be 
as  follows : 

(a)  President;  (b)  1st  Vice-President;  (c)  2nd  Vice-President;  (d) 
3rd  Vice-President;  (e)  Secretary;  (f)  Treasurer;  (g)  Archivist. 

These  officers,  together  with  eight  elected  Councillors,  the  immediate 
Past  President,  the  Conveners  of  standing  committees  and  the  Presidents  of 
Branch  Alumnae  Associations,  shall  constitute  the  Executive. 

2.  Five  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Executive,  and  members  who 
cannot  be  present  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  a  proxy. 

3.  The  nomination  and  election  of  officers  and  councillors  shall  take 
place  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

4.  Nominations  shall  be  by  Committee  of  three  appointed  by  the  President, 
and  by  open  nomination. 

5.  The  voting  shall  be  by  ballot. 

6.  Either  President  or  Secretary  must  be  a  resident  of  Kingston. 

7.  The  election  of  the  President  must  be  held  before  the  nomination  of 
the  other  officers. 

8.  The  Levana  Society  shall  elect  one  of  the  Councillors. 
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V.  Standing  Committees 

There  shall  be  the  following  standing  committees  : 

1.  Residence. 

2.  Representation  of  Women. 

3.  Employment  for  Women  Students  during  Vacation. 

4.  Alumnae  News. 

5.  Membership. 

6.  Scholarship. 

Such  committees  and  an  Assistant  Secretary  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Executive  Committee  at  its  first  regular  meeting  after  the  Annual  Meeting,  to 
serve  for  the  term  of  one  year. 

1.  The  regular  meetings  of  the  Association  shall  be  held  annually  at 
Kingston  on  the  Saturday  before  Thanksgiving. 

2.  Any  member  in  good  standing  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint,  in 
writing,  a  proxy,  if  not  able  to  attend  the  meeting. 

3.  In  case  of  emergency,  or  at  the  request  of  five  members,  the  President 
shall  instruct  the  Secretary  to  call  a  special  meeting. 

4.  A  meeting  shall  also  be  held  in  Toronto  in  the  month  of  July  for  the 
purpose  of  keeping  Alumnae  who  cannot  attend  the  Annual  Meeting  in  touch 
with  the  Association  (the  date  and  form  which  the  meeting  shall  take  to  be 
determined  by  the  Executive  Committee,  or  by  a  committee  appointed  by  the 
Executive).
